•  Courteous  Reader, 

IT  having  been  my  Chance ,  (  amongft  the  reft  of  my  manifold 
Studies  )  to  light  of  a  Jmall  Book ,  entitled ,  An  Appendix, 
to  HolivePs  Cataftrophe  Mundi ,  on  which  carelejly  cafting 
mine  Eye,  1  beheld  all  Chriftendom,  or  at  leaf  the  great efl  part 
of  it ,  over-run ,  or  ffeedily  to  be  over-run  with  Turks,  which 
pit  me  into  a  very  great  Amazement,  to  behold  the  Hand  of  the 
Lord  fo  forely  ft  retched  out  againfl  thofe  Nations  which  do  pro* 
fefs  the  Name  of  Chrift  7  and  do  acknowledge  him  to  be  the  Son 
of  God,  and  Saviour  of  the  Vl^orld  :  *  and  doubting  'in  my  felf? 
the  Author  of  the  faid  Book  might  have  any  divine  Rev  elation 
of  Prophefe  againfl  thofe  Nations ,  as  Jonah  had  againfl  Nine¬ 
veh,  and  as  the  other  Prophets  had  before  Chrift  came  in  the 
Flefh  ;  but  conftdering  that  Chrift  came  to  fulfil  the  Law ?  1 
thought  whether  this  Holwel  might  be  a  Prophet  of  Mahomet, 
to  encourage  the  Turks,  and  to  difbearten  the  Chriftians,  as 
all  Ahab  /  Prophets  did ,  Micaiah  excepted,  encourage  Ahab  to 
go  to  Ramoth  gilead,  which  were  in  comparifon  no  more  than 
Mahometal  Prophets  pojjefs'd  with  lying  Spirits ,  which  caufed 
Ahab  to  goto  Ramoth-gilead//7^e^  be  fain,  as  the  Turks  fell 
at  Vienna.  But  taking  a  more  ferious  View  of  it,  I found  it  to 
be  predicted  Aflrologically ,  and  then  I  was  r.efolved  to  perufe  it 
more  carefully ,  whereby  to  fee  if  fuch  Judgements  were  determi¬ 
nate  by  the  celeftial  Influences ,  according  to  fecondary  Caufes9 
not  doubting  of  a  divine  Providence  of  God  over  Chriftendom , 
againfl  the  tyrannical  Turks,  and  Power  of  Mahomet,  And 
alfo  I  foon  procured  Holwelj  Cataftrophe  Mundi  it  ftlf,  and 
with  a-  careful  and  judicial  Eye  I  thorowly  pernfed  them  both ,  and 
found  it  judged  not  really  from  Aftrology ,  but  rather  from  Fancy  * 
I  alfo  found  many  M.i flakes,  bot  h  in  the  time  of  the  Nativities 
of  thofe  magnanimous  Princes  there  mentioned ,  and  in  many 
other  places y  which  1 fball  hereafter  make  appear,  and  give  you

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the  true  Nativities ,  with  an  Afrological  Dijcourfe  thereon 
/hewing  you  how  that  the  Turks  /hall  not  over-run  Chri(tendorn7 
neither  /hall  the  French  Kjng  come  to  he  the  poore (l  Prince  in 
the  World ,  as  Mr .  Holwel  in  ^//  Appendix  faith  he /lull.  But 
1 [hall  [hew  Aft  rologic  ally  ^  what  may  he  the  Fate  of  thofe  Nati¬ 
ons,  both  by  the  true  Nativities  of  their  Emperours ,  Kj^gsfieo^ 
and  by  the  EffeCls  of  Conjunctions,  Comets ,  and  other  Configurati¬ 
ons  ;  /hewing  my  Reader  a  more  fafe  and  rational  way  of  Judge¬ 
ment  of  the  Effects  of  thefe  Configurations ,  than  Mr.  Holwel 
/heweth,  in  either  his  Cataftrophe  Mundi,  or  his  Appendix* 
which  he  hath  written ,  to  make  ignorant  People  believe  that  the 
World  fbould  be  tnrned  immediately  upfide  down,  by  means  of  the 
Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in  Leo,  1682.  and  of  the 
Comet  that  Appeared  in  1680.  But  let  Mr.  Holwel  as  well  as  my 
Reader  know,  that  there  have  been  fuch  Conjunctions  and  Co¬ 
mets  before  thefe ,  which  have  had  EffeCts  bad  enough ,  but  far 
different  from  what  Mr.  Holwel  writes  of  thefe ,  and  therefore 
unlike  to  be  true  ;  but  I  will [hew  you  what  hath  hapned  upon  fuch 
Configurations  already  paft ,  and  my  Judgement  on  thofe  lately 
hapned  for  the  time  to  come. 

The  Scheam  of  the  Nativity  of  the  French  Kjng.  is  the  fame 
that  Morinus  his  owfy  Phyfician  publi[hed  in  his  Aftrologia  Gal- 
lica*  and  fince  printed  in  Mr.  GadburyV  Defence  of  Scorpio  ; 
that  of  the  Grand  Seignior  is  taken  out  of  Mr.  GadburyV  Book 
de  Cometis,  but  the  Scheams  \of  the  Nativity  of  Mahomet, 
Author  of  the  Turks  Faith ,  and  that  of  the  German  Ernperour , 
I  had  of  my  very  good  Friend  Mr.  John  Gadburyb  own  Hand \ 
which  he  affirms  to  be  the  trice  ones ,  for  which  I  return  him  my 
hearty  thanks • 

And  thus,  courteous  Reader,  1  have  [hewed  thee ,  according 
to  the  perfeCl  Rules  of  Aftrology ,  the  Fate  that  Europe  will  be 
like  to  undergo  for  near  this  twenty  years  yet  to  come ,  both  by  the 
Nativities  of  fome  of  her  mo [l  Noble  Princes ,  the  amazing  Co- 
met ,  in  1680,  and  the  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in 
LeO,  1682,  which  I  do  not  quefion  but  Time  will  manifft  to  be

Treating  of  the  tf^ife  of  the  Ottoman  Family,  Jbhich 
is  accounted  to  be  the  Foundation  of  the  Turks 
N  Empire .  .  ,  • 

F  we  take  the  Original,  or  Beginning  of  the  Turks  Empire,  to 
be  from  the  Ottoman  Family,  as  I  liippofe  we  julily  may  (al¬ 
though  they  had  many  Rifings  and  Fallings,  after  they  left 
their  Native  Countrey  ,  Anno  Dom.  844.  and  were  then 
called  Scythians )  for  Ottoman  taking  upon  him  the  Government  of 
the  Turks,  he  firft  founded  this  great  Empire,  in  the  year  of  Chrift, 
1289.  at  which  time,  Saturn  was  in  Pffces  ;  and  Authors  tell  us, 
that  Turky ,  or  the  greateft  part  of  it,  lies  under  Capricorn,  and 
therefore  governed  by  Saturn.  And  according  to  the  Rules  of 
Altrology,  Saturns  greateft  years  are  465.  which  added  to  1289. 
will  make  1754.  therefore  this  Monarchy  leemeth  to  iland  firm 
and  liable  no  longer  then  unto  the  year  of  Chrift,  1754.  but  as  it 
hath  hitherto  had  at  feme  times  Rifings,  and  at  other  times  Dimi- 
nilhfngs,  lo  k  will  be  like  to  continue ;  and  had  not  Saturn  at 
his  Conjunction  with  Jupiter ,  been  in  Aquarius  his  own  Houle, 
and  a  fixed  Sign,  a  little  before  the  beginning  of  this  Empire,  it 

B  f  had 


had  not  continued  fo  long  :  But  to  take  the  time  of  this  Com 
junction,  and  to  work  by  directions  from  the  New  Moon  prece¬ 
ding,  to  find  the  Time  of  the  good  or  evil  Events  of  this  Empire,  I 
think  it  frivolous  and  vain,  and  an  Abufe  to  Aftrology  (as  Mr. 
Holwel  hath  done)  for  would  not  any  rational  man  think  it  great 
Folly  or  Madnefs  in  an  Artift,  to  calculate^  Childs  Nativity,  and 
take  the  time  thereof,  four  months  before  it  was  born,  or  firft 
drew  breath  in  the  World  ?  but  Mr.  Holwel  hath  taken  the  Nativi¬ 
ty  of  the  Turks  Empire,  four  years  before  it  began,  as  he  himfelf 
hath  written  ;  but  neither  the  Day  nor  Hour  being  (as  I  fup pole) 
known,  nor  attainable,  when  this  Empire  was  firft  eftablifhed  by 
a  Law  ;  therefore  to  know  when  this  Empire  fhall  be  molt  Ho¬ 
nourable  and  Succefsful,  or  molt  miierable  and  unluccefsful,  con- 
fider  carefully  the  Nativities  of  the  Emperors,  and  chief  Com¬ 
manders  thereof,  and  an  able  Artift  may  give  a  good  Aftrologi- 
cal  Judgment  of  the  Succefs  of  that  Empire,  during  his  Reign  ; 
for  as  a  King  or  Emperor  is  the  Head,  and  his  People  the  Mem¬ 
bers,  fo  the  Head  cannot  fuffer  Affliction,  but  the  Members  muft 
partake  with  it  ;  and  what  Increafmg,  Decreafmg,  Ebbing  and 
Flowing  have  happened  in  this  Empire  in  times  paft,  Hiftoi  y 
relates  at  large  ;  and  therefore  I  fhall  not  here  mention  it,  left  my 
Book  fwell  beyond  my  Expe&ation ;  for  I  intend  not  to  write  a 
large  Folio,  but  a  few  Sheets,  to  fflew  the  World  that  there  is  a 
more  certain  way  of  judging  the  State  of  a  Nation,  than  Mr. 
Holwel  hath  ufed  in  his  Catafirofhe  Mundi,  or  in  his  Appendix  there¬ 
to.  The  future  ftate  of  an  Empire  or  Kingdom,  may  alio  be  judg¬ 
ed,  from  the  Conjunctions  of  the  liiperior  Planets,  Comets,  E~ 
elipfes,  and  Solar  Ingreffes ;  all  which  I  (hall  give  a  hint  at,  which 

I  hope  I  may  do  without  offence. 

And  firft,  I  will  here  infert  the  true  Nativity  .  of  die  Grand 
Seignior ,  the  prefent  Emperor  of  the  Turks and  it  is  the  fame 
which  Mx.  Gadbury  hath  in  his  Book  de  Cometis  ,  which  I  alter 
only  three  Degrees  on  the  Medium  Cceli ,  and  dare  affirm  it  to  be 
the  trueft  that  is  attainable,  as  I  fhall  prove  by  feveral  Accidents. 

The  Nativity  that  Mr.  Holwel  hath  taken,  cannot  be  the  true 
time,  becaufe  the  Accidents  which  have  already  happened  will 
not  admit  of  Sagittary  to  afcend  in  the  Nativity  of  that  Illufhious

CHAP.  II. 

Treating  on  the  Nativity  of  Sultan  Mahomet,  the 
Turks  Grand  Seignior. 

SXJkan  Mahomet  Ham? 

the  prefent  Empe¬ 
ror  of  the  Turks ,  was 
bom  at  Confianpnople , 
on  the  firft  day  of  Ja¬ 
nuary,  164,1.26  minutes 
palt  7  in  the  Morning. 

That  this  is  a  molt 
Illuftrious  Nativity  , 
here  are  many  eminent 
Tellimonies ,  as  may 
be  feeh  by  the  Pofition 
of  Jupiter ,  the  Sun, 
Moon  ,  and  part  of 
Fortune  in  the  Afcen- 
dent,  and  other  Tefti- 
monies,  which  I  will 
here  omit,  and  proceed  to  the  general  fate  of  the  Native  ;  this 
Scheme  was  taken  out  of  the  Book  de  Cometis ,  written  by  my  ve¬ 
ry  good  Friend  Mr.  John  Cadbury. 

The  Sun,  Jupiter  and  the  Moon,  in  the  Afcendent,  are  fare 
Tefrimonies  of  Honour,  both  from  great  and  eminent  Perlons,  as 
alfb  from  the  vulgar  People,  it  makes  him  extreamly  proud,  fo 
that  he  will  efteem  none  io  good  as  himfelf,  but  will  be  apt  to 
quarrel  with  thole  of  his  neighbouring  Nations ;  but  the  Moon  in 
this  Nativity,  applies  to  void  of  Courfe,  (hewing  mod  of  his  Un¬ 
dertakings  to  be  unfortunate ;  in  this  Nativity,  Saturn ,  Lord  of 
the  Afcendent,  is  in  Iquare  of  Mars,  Lord  of  the  tenth  Houfe, 
the  Houle  of  Honour,  fowill  he  himlelf  aft  fbmething  that  will 
be  prejudicial  to  his  own  Honour.  Mars^  Lord  of  the  Tenth,  is 
in  the  Eleventh,  the  Houfe  of  Friendlhip,  and  there  in  Conjun&i- 
on  of  Venus ;  (hewing  the  Native  will  have  many  Friends,  that 
will  procure  Honour  to  him  by  their  means,  which  will  be  Lea- 
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ders  and  Generals  of  his  Armies,  the  rather,  becaufe  Mars  is  Lord 
of  the  eleventh  Houfe,  the  Houfe  of  Friendfhip  ;  but  Jupiter  Lord 
of  the  Twelfth,  is  in  the  Afcendent,  {hewing  that  he  will  have  fe- 
cret  Enemies  about  his  own  Houle  or  Palace, and  that  there  will  be 
many  Seditions  and  Tumults  raifed  againft  him,  by  his  own  Sub¬ 
jects,  but  they  will  not  prevail  againft  him,  but  will  be  defeated 

in  their  Defigns.  ,  _  ,  r  .  A  r 

The  Lord  of  the  Eleventh,  is  in  fquare  to  the  Lord  of  the  As¬ 
cendent,  which  will  caufe  the  Friends  of  the  Native  to  prove  de¬ 
ceitful  to  him.  Saturn ,  Lord  of  the  Afcendent,  pofited  in  the 
Second,  thews  the  Native  to  ule  induftry  to  increafe  his  Sub- 
ftance,  and  toinlarge  his  Territories  \  but  Saturn  is  an  Infbitune 
by  Nature,  and  by  being  pofited  in  theitffa*#**,  will  rather  de- 
ftroy  the  Natives  Subftance,  and  diminifh  his  Empire  ;  the  Dra¬ 
ins  Tail,  in  the  Third,  makes  his  Inland  Joumies  not  to  be  very 
Fortunate,  therefore  not  much  like  ..to  inlarge  his  Dominions  by 
Land-Armies ;  but  Saturn  muft  be  fpiteful,  though  he  be  defeated 
of  his  Enterprifc  ;  as  the  Moon  is  Combuft,  fo  hath  he  been  all 
his  Life-time  in  Combuftions  and  Troubles,  even  from  his  Mino¬ 
rity  •  his  Sea- Affairs  feem  more  fiiccefsful  than  his  Land- Affairs  do, 
yet  he  hath  had  his  Affairs  by  Sea  often  defeated  by  the  Venetians , 
which  have  taken,  funk  and  burned,  many  of  his  Ships  and 

The  Moon,  Lady  of  the  fcventh  Houfe,  the  Houfe  of  publick 
Enemies,  is  ftronger  then  Saturn ,  Lord  of  the  Afcendent,  {hewing 
that  he  fhall  not  prevail  againft  them,  neither  will  his  Enemies  be 
apt  to  quarrel  with  him,  feeing  the  Moon,  Lady  of  the  Seventh,^ 
is  in  Sextile  to  Saturn ,  Lord  of  the  Afcendent ,  but  he  dnpoling  of 
the  Moon  in  the  Afcendent,  and  in  the  Sign  of  the  Afcendent, 
makes  him  think  that  he  can  over-power  the  whole  World,  and 
efpecially  Chriftendom  ;  not  confidering  the  Moon  is  in  her  own 
Triplicity,  and  in  an  Angle,  and  therefore  not  to  be  prevailed  <> 
gainft  ;  for  though  Mr.  Ho  lm  el,  in  his  Appendix,  page  the  2  5  to. 
faith,  that  the  rurh  is  ordained  within  a  few  yeais,  to  gain  a  great 
pait  of  Chriftendom,  yet  I  do  aver,  that  according  to  the  Rules 
of  Aftrology,  they  fhall  not  gain  one  foot  of  Land  in  Chiilten- 
dom,  but  what  they  fhall  pay  dear  Sawce  for  (let  them  have  a  care 
they  lofe  none  of  their  own)  for  I  would  have  Mr.  Ho  I'm  el,  as 
well  as  my  Reader  know,  that  the  influences  of  the  Stai  s,  have 
not  limited  fc>  fhort  a  continuance  for  the  Chriftian  Religion.

But  the  main  thing  that  provoked  this  Emperor  to  give  fiich  aft 
Alarm,  againlt  Chriftendom  in  general,  and  Vienna  in  particular, 
are,  becaufe  about  this  time,  he  had  the  Sun,  Moon  and  Alien- 
dent  directed  to  the  Square  of  Mars,  and  Germany  being  under  A~ 
ries,  drew  him  with  a  vaft  Hoft  that  .way,  fuppofmg  that  Germa¬ 
ny  had  been  his  own  with  little  or  no  Refinance,  and  lb  his  Ambi¬ 
tion  was  againft  Rome,  Italy,  France,  Spam,  and  all  Chriften  om  ; 
but  let  not  him  boaft  that  putteth  on  his  Armour, but  he  that  puts

lC  But  had  Mr.  Holwel  rightly  underftood  the  Grounds  of  Aftro- 
logv,  he  might  have  rectified  his  Scheme  by  Accidents,  and  he 
might  eafily  have  feen,  that  there  had  been  but  little  hope,  that 
the5  Sultan  lhould  gain  Honour,  or  enlarge  his  Territories  about 
this  time  by  the  Sword,  nor  need  he  have  judged  Vienna  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  upon  iuch  Directions ;  but  that  is  like  the  reft  ofthis  nonfenli- 
cal  ftuff.  I  have  wrought  out  the  Directions  of  this  Nativity,  and 
will  acquaint  you  with  fome  of  them,  to  fhew  thereby  the  truth 
of  the  Scheme,  and  others,  what  Fate  the  Grand  Seignior  is  yet 

like  to  undergo.  -  ,  ~ 

In  the  year  1648.  on  the  17^.  of  AugufirIbnm ,  Father  of  this 

prelent  Emperor  of  the  Turks,  was  ftrangled  in  Prilon,  and  his 
Son  Mahomet  being  not  full  feven  years  of  age,  was  pioclaimed 
Emperor  in  his  Fathers  head;  but  he  being  in  his  Minority,  the 
Government  was  wholly  left  to  his  Mother,  who,  by  the  A  vice 
of  the  Councel,  took  on  her  the  Regency  ;  he  had  then  the  Mid¬ 
heaven  directed  to  theSextile  of  the  Sun  and  Moon when  he  was 
about  nine  years  of  age,  he  had  his  Mid-heaven  to  the  Iquai  e  of 
Mars,  then  were  Domeftick  Troubles,  as  well  as  Lois iby  the  Ve¬ 
netian  War  ;  he  was  for  the  moll  part  of  his  Life  healthful  of  body, 
but  he  hath  often  been  unfortunate  in  War,  although  he  have  had 
many  good  Directions  of  both  the  Sun, Moon  and  Aicendent \  but 
the  general  fate  of  his  Nativity,  and  the  many  ill  Directions  of  the 
Mid-heaven,  hath  made  him  often  unluccelsful  in  War. 

At  feventeen  years  of  Age,,  he  took  on  him  the  Regency,  about 
which  time  he  had  his  Aicendent,  Sun  and  Moon,  directed  to 

the  Anticians  of  Mars.  .,  T  c 

About  twenty  one  years- of  age,  he  had  the  Aicendent,  Sun 
and  Moon,  to  the  Sextile  of  Mars ;  then  was  great  care  taken  for 
the  carrying  on  the  War,  both  againlt  T ranflhama,  Hungary  and 

Vtnice. 

About 


About  the  year  1669.  came  the  Alcendent,  Sun  and  Moon,  to 
the  Sextile  of  Venus,  and  foon  after,  to  the  body  of  Jupiter  \  then 
was  concluded  Peace  with  the  Venetians ,  and  he  prevailed  in  War 
againft  the  Polanders ,  and  he  much  delighted  himlelfin  Plea  lures 
and  Recreations ;  but  about  the  fame  time,  he  had  nis  Mid-hea¬ 
ven  to  the  Conjun&ion  of  Mars ,  and  fee  the  effe&s  of  it ;  for  in 
the  year  167;.  the  Poles  deny  paying  to  the  Turk  their  promifed 
Tribute ;  General  Sobieski ,  now  King  of  Poland,  fell  upon  the 
Turks  Camp,  then  under  the  Command  of  Chufalin  and  other  Ba- 
Jhaws,  killed  about  twenty  five  thouland  of  their  Men,  with  molt 
of  their  Officers ;  this  was  very  confiderable  ;  for  befides  the  or¬ 
dinary  Baggage,  they  took  two  thouland  Purles  of  Money,  that 
were  brought  to  pay  the  Souldiers,and  twenty  five  thouland  Wag¬ 
gons  of  Provifion  and  Ammunition;  and  about  this  time, he  had  the 
Mid-heaven  to  the  lquare  of  Saturn,  Lord  of  his  own  Afcendent. 

But  fince  that  time,  he  hath  had  the  Mid-heaven  directed  to  the 
Conjunction  of  Venm,  and  to  the  Sextile  of  Jupiter,  allb  the  Sun, 
Moon  and  Alcendent  to  the  Sextile  of  Mercury ,  which  hath  lilted  up 
his  heart  with  Pride;  but  to  abate  his  haughtinels,in  this  year  1685. 
he  hath  the  Sun,  Moon,  and  Alcendent,  directed  to  the  lquare  of 
Mars ,  Lord  of  both  his  Houle  of  Honour  and  Friends  ;  Mars  is 
allb  Lord  of  the  third  Houle,  fhewing  that  his  profelfed  Friends 
will  be  at  variance,  and  break  their  Leagues  with  him,  and  lb  will 
Ibme  of  his  neighbouring  Nations,  to  his  great  Lois.  Surely  a  great 
Overfight  in  Mr.  Holwel ,  to  tiling  the  Grand  Seignior  fhould  over¬ 
run  Chriftendom,  upon  liich  Directions,  yet  he  will  certainly 
come  againft  Chriftendom  again. 

About  the  year,  1687,  he  hath  the  Sun,  Moon  and  Alcendent, 
directed  to  the  Body  of  Saturn  ;  I  cannot  pofitively  lay  that  he  will 
dole  his  Life  then  about;  but  I  am  certain  he  will  undergo  Afflicti¬ 
ons  of  body,  and  all  his  Affairs  go  unfuccefsful  for  home  confi¬ 
derable  time  ;  he  hath  alfo  about  the  fame  time,  the  Mid-heaven 
directed  to  the  Co-Antifcians  of  the  Sun  ;  fare,  under  thefe  Di¬ 
rections,  the  Chriftians  may  regain  what  the  Turks  formerly  took 
from  them ;  and  thus  much  of  the  Nativity  of  this  great  Prince.  I 
will  in  the  next  place,  infert  the  Nativity  of  that  grand  Impottor 
Mahomet ,  the  Author  of  the  Turks  Faith,  fhewing  thereby, how  Ibme 
men  are  bom  to  make  and  forge  Lies,  as  he  did,  and  others  born 
to  believe  them. 


CHAP. 
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THis  Scheme  of  the 
Nativity  of  Mar 
\ometi the  Author  of  the 
Turks  Faith  or  Religion , 
accords  to  the  time  gi¬ 
ven  by  the  learned  Do- 
dor  Addifon, and  is  very 
like  to  be  true,  becaule 
it  was  ever  (by  Aftrolo- 
gers)concluded  that  the 
Turkifh  Faith,  ftrft  role 
under  Scorpio  and  Mars, 
as  the  Chriftian  Reli¬ 
gion  did  under  the  Sun 
and  Jupiter.  I  was  pre- 
fented  with  this  Scheme 
by  my  Friend  and  Tu¬ 
tor,  Mr.  John  Gadbury ,  who  alfb  believes  it  true. 

Moll  Writers  accord,  that  Mahomet  was  born  in  Mecca ,  a  City 
in  Arabia  the  happy ,  and  Son  of  Abdatta ,  a  Merchant,  his  Mother 
Hemina ,  a  Jew  :  his  Parents  died  when  he  was  young,  and  after 
their  Deceafe,  he  was  brought  up  by  his  Uncle  ;  at  fixteen  years 
old,  he  was  bound  to  a  Merchant,  named  Abdalmutalif \  who  find¬ 
ing  him  a  witty  Lad,  made  him  his  Fador ;  afterwards  his  Mailer 
dying,  he  married  his  Millrels,  and  until  thirty  eight  years  of  age, 
he  followed  his  Merchandife,  travelling  into  many  Countries, 
where  being  latisfied  with  Wealth,  he  began  to  think  of  high 
things,  for  he  was  a  curious  fearcher  into  both  the  Jews  and  Chri¬ 
ftian  Religion,  being  himlelf  brought  up  a  Vagan  5  but  Pride  en- 
fiamed  his  heart,  and  wrought  in  him  a  defire  to  be  taken  for  a 
Prophet ;  and  to  make  men  believe  that  he  was  a  real  Prophet,  he 
made  ule  of  his  Difeafe  which  he  was  often  troubled  withal,  that 
was  the  Falling-ficknels ;  for  he  gave  out,  that  when  he  fell  in 
thofe  Fits,  that  he  then  conferred  with  the  Angel  'Gabriel,  by 
whom  the  plealiire  of  God  v/as  revealed  to  him  ;  and  thus  by  his 
Delulions,  he  perlwaded  the  People,  lb  that  they  believed  him  to 

be

he  a  real  Prophet  (or  rather  a  God)  and  do  ever  lince  honour  and 
efteem  him  fo  to  be. 

Now  that  this  Mahomet  fhould  be  lb  much  honoured  and 
efteemed,  may  be  thought  ftrange ;  but  if  we  do  but  confider  the 
ignorance  of  People  in  thole  days,  and  in  thole  Countries,  we  need 
not  much  Icruple  at  it;  for  the  Heathens  worlhipped  the  Sun, Moon 
and  Stars,  efteeming  them  to  be  Gods,  becaufe  they  knew  not  the 
true  God;nay,ibme  were  more  ignorant, and  worlhipped  Stocks  and 
Stones,  alio  Images  which  their  own  hands  had  wrought,  efteem- 
ing  them  to  be  Gods  ;  alio  the  Ijraelites,  unto  whom  God  manifeft- 
ed  himlelfby  many  Miracles,  Signs  and  Wonders,  and  titled 
them  his  own  People,  they  believed  not  in  him,  but  made  to 
themlelves  a  Molten  Calf,  and  worlhipped  it ;  laying,  thefe  he  thy 
Gods ,  O  Ilrael,  which  brought  thee  out  of  the  Land  of  fEgypt,  al¬ 
though  they  knew  that  they  came  out  of  *Migypt  a  long  time  be¬ 
fore  they  made  it ;  therefore,  no  wonder  that  the  Lurks ,  which 
were  of  the  Seed  of  Ham ,  that  wicked  Son  of  Noah,  whom  his  Fa¬ 
ther  curled,  fhould  efteem  liieh  a  lying  Impoltor  as  Mahomet  was, 
for  a  God  or  Saviour  ;  for.l^Iiftory  plainly  faith,  that  after  the 
Death  of  Noah,  Ham  went  into  Africa,  and  there  fetled  his  A- 
bode,  and  from  his  Pofterity  fprang  the  Lurks,  a  fort  of  People, 
much  of  his  own  nature  ;  and  here  in  the  Nativity  of  this  Im-  * 
poltor  Mahomet,  we  find  the  Regal  Sign  Leo ,  on  the  Medium  Coeli, 
and  Jupiter,  the  greater  Fortune,  therein  polited,  a  moft  emi¬ 
nent  token  of  Honour  ;  and  that  he  might  leem  to  be  a  letter  up 
of  a  Religion,  contrary  to  that  of  Chritt,  or  rather  the  Author 
and  Forger  of  malicious  Lies,  we  may  confider,  that  he  hath  Sa¬ 
turn  in  Libra,  the  Horofcope  of  our  bleffed  Saviour,  as  Mr.  Butler 
hath  it  in  his  Chriftologia,  and  hath  wilfully  made  himfelf  an  op- 
pofer  of  the  Truth,  and  hath  eftablilhed  Chriftianity  his  Enemy, 
as  may  be  feen  by  Libra  on  the  twelfth  Houle,  and  Saturn  tliei  ein 
pofited,  and  Mars  Lord  of  his  Alcendent  in  Gemini ,  the  Houle  oi 
Mercury,  and  the  Moon,  Lady  of  the  ninth  Houfe  ;  that  being  the 
Houle  of  Religion,  applying  to  a  quadrat  oi  Mercury,  and  to  an 
oppofition  of  Jupiter ,  might  very  well  Ihew  him  to  be  both  the 
Author  of  a  falle  Religion,  and  promoter  of  Lies,,  and  the  Lurks, 
that  accurled  Generation  of  Ham,  addicted  to  believe  them  ;  and 
that  he  fhould  be  an  Enemy  to  the  Chriftian  Religion,  may  well 
be  obferved  from  this  Nativity,  the  Moon  being  in  Aquarius,  mop- 
pofition  to  Leo,  and  Jupiter  therein  pofited,  and  in  iquare  oi  the  Sun, 
the  Sign  and  Planets  reprefenting  the  Chriftian  Religion. 


The  opinion  of  Mahomet ,  or  rather  the  Original  of  the  Turks 
Religion,  may  be  laid,  to  take  its  beginning  at  the  flight  of  Ma¬ 
homet,  which  was  in  the  year  Anno  Chrifii .  591.  for  in  that  year, 
the  Saracens  drove  him  from  Mecca,  at  which  time,  the  'lurks  fir  ft 
began  to  fettle  their  Religion  ;  and  molt  Aftrologers  do  conclude, 
that  the  Turks  Faith  arole  under  Mars  and  the  Moon,  and  good 
realbn  may  be  fhewed  for  it,  for  in  this  Nativity,  Scorpio  afcends, 
and  Mars  is  Lord  thereof,  Cancer  is  on  the  Cafe  of  the  ninth 
Houfe,  the  Houfeof  Religion,  and  the  Moon  is  Lady  of  it,  and 
may  very  well  fignifie  a  Rude  and  Savage  Religion,  as  well  as 
People,  given  to  many  Vices  and  lalcivious  Actions. 

And  to  lpeak  lomething  of  the  continuance  and  delegation  of 
their  Faith,  if  we  take  264.  the  greateft  years  of  Mars,  and  320. 
the  greateft  years  of  the  Moon,  and  add  to  the  year  of  Chrift 
591.  the  year  that  Mahomet  took  his  Flight,  it  will  make  but  1175. 

(a  great  miftake  of  Mr.  Hdwel,  who  takes  480.  for  the  greateft 
years  of  Mars ,  and  260.  for  the  Moons  greateft  years ;  I  wonder  | 

from  what  Author  he  had  them,  but  I  liippofe,  this  is  one  of  his  \ 

own  new  Inventions,  and  like  his  Directions  of  the  Othoman  Fa¬ 
mily  being  taken  four  years  before  it  began,  as  may  be  feen  in  his 
Appendix,  page  the  fifth)  and  about  the  year  1175.  this  Faith  was 
at  the  highelf,  for  then  the  Othoman  Family  were  much  increafed, 
and  fetled  their  Religion  by  a  Law,  which  I  confels,  was  before 
this  time  done,  or  elfe  this  had  been  but  a  birth  of  this  Religion, 
and  becaufe  God  hath  laid  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  that  all  Nati¬ 
ons  ftiall  be  converted  to  the  Chriftian  Faith,  before  the  Day  of 
Judgment,  therefore  we  will  confider,  about  what  time  this  Faith 
may  have  a  Diffolution,  which  according  to  the  Rules  of  Aftro-  /M  Jtast 
logy,  andfecondary  Caufes,  if  we  add  584.  the  greater  years  of^*^ 

Mars,  and  the  Moon,  to  1175.  it  will  make  1759.  lo  that  aboui^/^^d^ 
the  year,  Anno  Chrifii  1759.  we  may  expeeft  theDiftblution  of  the 
Turks  Faith,  for  I  would  have  (Mr.  Hdwel  as  well  as)  my  Reader 
know,  that  as  any  Religion  ({hath  a  rifing,  and  increafing,  before 
it  comes  to  its  full  height,  lo  it  will  have  the  like  time  of  Diminilh- 
ing,  before  it  can  have  its  full  Diffolution.  ^  '  ...

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CHAP.  IV. 

Treating  0f  the  Nativity  of  the  prefent  Emperor  of 
Germany. 

IN  this  Chapter,  I  will ,  fir  ft  fhew  yon,  how  that  Mr.  Holwel,  in 
his  Appendix  tells  us,  that  this  prelent  Emperor,  of  Germany , 
was  born  on  the  thirtieth  Day  of  May,  in  the  year  1 640.  at  nine 
hours  three  minutes  pofi  Meridiem,  0£  .4ft  er  Noon,  in  the  Latitude 
of  48  Degrees ,  and  that  he  had  feven  Degrees,  and  forty  five  Mi¬ 
nutes  of  Scorpio  on  the  Mid-heaven,  and  Jupiter  in  four  Degrees 
and  fifty  four  Minutes  of  Capricorn >  as  may  be  feen  in  his  Scheme, 
which  he  affirms  to  be  the  true  one  ;  becaufe,  faith  he,  it  was 
re&ified  by  the  Mid-heaven,  to  the  Square  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter , 
and  the  Square  of  the  Moon,  at  which  time,  lakh  he,  the  Em¬ 
peror  and  Empire  had  much  Suffering,  for  the  Turks  did  invade 
him  ;  but  behold  his  grand  Miftake,  for  I  will  appeal  to  all  Ar- 
tifts,  how  the  Mid-heaven  can  come  to  the  Square  of  Jupiter  (as 
he  is  polked)  in  lefs  than  150  years,  whereas  it  was  dire&ed  to 
the  Square  of  Saturn  and  the  Moon,  about  the  twenty  fourth  year 
of  his  Age,  and  therefore  in  the  year  1664.  but  anything  will 
lerve  with  fuch  Artifts,  to  fill  a  Book  good  enough  for  ignorant 
People  to  read  and  admire  ;  for  it  is  nothing  with  too  many  now 
a  days,  of  our  Godly  Traitors,  Sanxkified  Hypocrites,  Religious 
Atheifts,  and  Protettant  Turks  (as  Mr.  Veiling  titles  the  Fanaticksin 
the  twelfth  page  of  his  Sermon ,  preached  on  the  ninth  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1685.  being  a  day  of  Thanksgiving,  for  deliverance  trom 
the  Fanatick  Confpiracy)  to  blalt  the  Honour  of  Chriftian  Kings 
and  Potentates,  especially  thole  of  other  Nations,  when  they  can 
icarce  forbear  our  own  }  but!  williorbeai  tofpcakany  moicof  tins 
Miftake,  and  proceed  to  a  greater.  This  Nativity  ,  pubLfhvd  by  Mr. 
Holwel,  is  taken  out  of  Mr.  Cadburies  Book  of  Comets,  only  the 
time  a  little  altered,  and  it  is. the  true  Day,  but  no-  the  ti  no  Horn , 
as  hath  been  proved  by  Mr.  Gadbury ,  fincehe  wiote  that  Book  ; 
for  any  one  that  hath  had  any  Diicourie  wito  any  man  that  hadi 
feen  him,  or  hath  but  feen  his  Effigie,  may  very  eafily  conje&iire, 
that  this  noble  Emperor  hath  not  Capricorn  attending  on  his  Ho- 


rofcope,  but

and  therefore  I  will  infect  a  Scheme,  of 


the 
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the  true  time  of  this  Emperors  Birth,  which  is  as  followeth,  and 
given  me  alio  by  Mr.  Gadbury  himfelf. 

“  This  prefent  Emperor 
of  Germany ,  was  born 
the  thirtieth  day  of  May, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1 640.  at  four  a  Clock 
in  the  Morning,  and 
cliriftened  Leopcldus ,  Ig¬ 
natius  ,Fr  ancifcus,  Baltba- 
z>er ,  JoJcph  Falicwuts,\i\ 
the  City  of  Vienna. 

At  the  birth  of  this 
Magnanimous  Prince, 
Gemini  was  on  the  Ho- 
rofcope,  and  the  Sun 
in  the  Afcendent,  and 
Mercury  Lord  of  the 
Afcendent  in  his  own 


Leopolds  the  pre¬ 
fent  Emperor  of 
Germany ,was  born 
May  the  50 th.  4  h. 
Ante  Mer. 

Lat *  48. 
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Houfe,  and  in  the  Sign  of  the  Afcendent,  which  are  tefEmonies  of 
the  greateft  Honour,  Dignity  and  Soveraignty,  and  though  Sa¬ 
turn,  Mars  and  the  Moon/  be  in  the  Mid-heaven,  yet  will  they 
not  deftroy  the  Natives  Honour  and  Grandeur,  becaufe  they  are 
not  afhibhed  ;  for  Saturn  is  Lord  of  the  tenth  Houfe,  and  Mars 
and  the  Moon  are  in  trine  to  the  Sun  in  the  Afcendent,  from  the 
Mid-heaven,  which  are  rather  tefti monies  of  Honour  than  Dif 
grace,  and  here  we  have  Mercury ,  Lord  of  the  Afcendent,  ftron- 
ger  than  Jupiter ,  Lord  of  the  Seventh,  the  Houfe  of  pubiick  Ene¬ 
mies  ,  which  is  an  eminent  token  that  his  pubiick  Enemies 
fhall  not  prevail  againft  Him,  yet  his  Polition  in  the  twelfth 
Houfe,  may  fhew  the  Native  to  have  many  Enemies,  the  rather, 
being  in  fquare  to  Saturn ,  but  Mercury  is  ftrongeft  in  the  Figure, 
therefore,  as  aforefaid,  his  Enemies  can  never  prevail  againft  him, 
for  the  Lord  of  the  Seventh  is  weak,  and  in  his  fall ;  neither  can 
I  fuppofe  the  Native  to  die  in  Battle,  as  Mr.  Holwel  awards,  be¬ 
caufe  the  Lord  of  the  Eighth  doth  not  aflltt  either  the  Afcen¬ 
dent  or  the  Moon,  nor  is  there  any  figntfication  of  a  violent 
Death  he  hath  about  this  time;  the  Mid-heaven  direbted  to  the 
Sextile  of  Venue,  Lady  of  the  fixth  Houfe,  a  glorious  Direbtion, 
(hewing  that  his  Servants  and  Subjects  will  be  faithful  to  him,  fo 
that  he  need  not,  neither  will  he  fear  either  Turk  or  Tartar,  nor

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yet  the  power  of  Mahomet,  the  "I  reachery  of  Count  Teckely , .  or 
Mr.  Holwels  idle  Predictions,  nor  yet  any  other  of  Mahomets  lying 
Prophets,  what {o ever  they  (hall  write  or  predict  againlt  Chrilten- 
dom  ;  but  let  iuch  Predidors  know ,  that  God  hath  a  Divine 
Providence  over  Chriilendom,  and  will  not  fuffer  the  name  o 
Chrilt  to  be  deftroyed ;  but  this  Emperor  hath  had  many,  ill  Di-  , 
redions  in  his  Life  paft,  and  he  hath  alfo  had  many  Controver¬ 
ts  and  Troubles,  anfwerable  to  them,  but  the  main  caule  ol  this 
his  prefent  trouble  is,  that  lie  hath  Lately  had  the  Sun  and  Alcep- 
dent,  both  directed  to  the  iorAnticians  of  Jupiter,  the  Sigmhcator 
of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  and  I  think  he  hath  not  been  free  from 
trouble,  lince  he  had  the  Mid-heaven  direded  to  the  Square  of  the 
Sun,  and  the  Moon  to  the  Square  of  Jupiter,  which  was  about 
ten  years  fince,  and  it  is  much  to  be  feared,  he  will  not  be  free 
from  trouble  until  he  hath  paifed  the  Mid-heaven  to  the  Square  of 
Jupiter  which  will  be  about  the  year  1688.  yet  before  that  time, 
he  hath  good  Diredions,  for  about  the  year  1685  he  hath  the 
Moon  to  the  Sextile  of  the  Sun,  and  the  Sun  to  the  Sextile  oi  Ve¬ 
nus,"  Diredions  good  enough  in  a  mean  Nativity,  to  raile  a  Beg¬ 
gar  to  good  Preferment,  much  more  in  a  Regal  Nativity,  to  give 
a  King  or  Emperor  Vidory  over  his  Enemies,  to  a  great  degree  of 

Worfhip  and  Adoration  from  all  kinds  of  People.  _ 

The  Moon  direded  to  the  Sextile  of  the  Sun,  is  held  by  all  A- 
ftrologers,  to  produce  unto  the  Native  honourable  Acquaintance, 
and  Familiarity  with  fome  of  great  Rank  and  Quality,  whole 
Friendfhfp  he  will  make  ufe  of  to  his  great  advantage,  more 
efteemed  and  beloved  of  People  than  formerly,  both  enriched  and 
honoured  by  means  of  his  Prudence  and  good  Nature ;  lometimes 
it  produceth  honourable  Marriage,  alfo  Travel,  both  by  Sea  and 
Land  whereby  Honour  is  attained  ;  to  Kings  and  Emperors,  it 
fhews  the  Renovation  of  Leagues  and  Friendfliip,  and  the  compo- 

fing  of  Differences  with  their  Neighbours.  , 

And  the  Sun,  direded  to  the  Sextile  of  Venus,  doth  import  the 
Native  to  have  a  good  Name,  alfo  fome  more  than  former  ad¬ 
vance  to  Dignity  and  Preferment,  from  whence  he  fliall  acquire 
great  {fore  of  Wealth,  and  be  highly  elf  eemed  of  all  forts  of  Peo¬ 
ple  in  general,  he  fhall  perform  all  his  Affairs  with  much  facility 
and  obtain  all  his  juft  defires,  with  much  love  aild  content,  it  moft 
commonly  produceth  a  Child  unto  the  Native  j  both  thele  Di¬ 
redions  happen  about  the  year  1685.  and  what  advantage  he  now 
gaineth,  he  need  not  fear  lofing  again,  as  long  as  he  uveth.  ^ 


Andabout  the  year  of  our  Lord  1688.  thisNative  hath  the  Mid¬ 
heaven  directed  to  the  Square  of  Jupiter,  intimating  Kings  and 
Princes  to  gain  the  Difpleafure  of  their  Nobility  and  Gentry  ,  by 
abridging  their  Priviledges,  fo  that  Judges  and  Lawyers  will  be 
at  Controverfie  with  him,  and  many  ot  them  he  will  turn  out  of 
their  Places ;  alfo  Ecclefiaftical  Perfons,  and  thofe  of  the  higheit 
degree  offenfive  againft  him,  whereby  will  arife  much  Gontroyer- 
lie.  Contention  and  Mutations,  alfo  fome  ot  his  Kindred  will  be 
difaffeded  to  him,  but  at  laft  they  will  be  forced  to  comply  vvith 
him,  and  that  upon  his  own  terms,  and  they  will  be  glad  it  they 

can  regain  their  loft  Favour.  '  ,  r  t 

But  to  mitigate  thefe  Troubles,  he  hath  at  the  fame  time,  the 
Afcendent  directed  to  the  Sextile  of  Venus,  which  will  make  the 
Native  delight  himfelf  in  all  manner  of  Pleafures  and  Recreations, 
and  that  he  will  gain  the  Love  of  the  Commonalty  ,anu  Familiarity 
with  Women  of  great  Rank  and  Quality, it  often  proauceth  hono¬ 
rable  Marriages,  and  IlTue  fbon  after,  and  from  henceforth  for 
many  years,  he  hath  no  ill  Directions,  fo  that  according  to  the 
Rules  of  Aftrology  (from  which  Rules  I  would  not  willingly  va¬ 
ry)  tills  Emperor  is  like  to  have  a  long  and  profperous  Reign,  and 
I  know  not,  but  that  he  may  attain  to  eighty  two  years  of  age, 
which  God  grant  he  may,  to  the  Honour  of  Chriftendom  ;  about 
which  time,  it  feemeth  to  be  fomewhat  mortal  j  but  I  will  toibear 
any  further  Judgment  thereof,  as  having  a  Veneration  for  the  Per- 
lons  of  Emperors  and  Rings,  who  are  Gods  Vicegerents  on  Earth, 
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Treating  of  the  Nativity  of  the  mojl  Chriftian  Kfng  of 
,  France,  LEWIS  the  Fourteenth. 
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'His  Scheme  of  the 
__  Nativity  of  the 
moil  Chriftian  King  of 
France, is  the  fame  which 
Morinus ,  Phyfician  to 
the  King  of  France ,  af¬ 
firms  to  be  the  true  one; 
and  I  fuppofe  nearer  the 
truth  than  that  which 
Mr.  Holwel  inferts  in 
his  Appendix  :  This 
Scheme  may  be  leen  in 
Morinus  s  AJlrolcgia  Gal¬ 
lic  a  ,  fol  555.  as  Mr. 
Gadbury  hath  affured 
me,  and  alio  printed  it 
in  defence  of  Scorpio. 

In  Mr.  Hohvels  Appendix  in  the  King  of  France's  Nativity,  he 
predicteth  that  moil  Chriftian  King  to  become  one  of  the  mile- 
rableft  Princes  in  the  world,  becaufe,  faith  he,  he  hath  many  ill 
Directions.  But  we  will  firft  confider  the  general  Fate,  (whichis 
moft  to  be  regarded")  and  then  proceed  to  particulars  fbut  here 
Twill  {hew  you  how  there  is  Ibme  fmall  difference  between  Mr. 
Holwels  Judgment  and  mine  of  the  time ;  for  I,  with  Morinus  affirm, 
that  he  hath  14.  degrees  and  45.  Minutes  of  Scorpio  on  the  Horo- 
icope,  and  Mr.  Holwel  faith  22  degrees ;  no  great  difference  in 
the  general  fate,  but  in  the  particular  it  will  in  lome  directions 
differ  ten  years  of  time  :  lb  that  the  Accidents  which  are  produ¬ 
ced  by  either  the  Afcendent  or  Mid-heaven ,  by  Mr.  Hohvels 
Scheme,  will  not  come  by  Morinus  until  ten  years  after,  which  is  a 


great  difference  in  time. 

But  we  have  here  in  our  Scheme  the  Regal  Sign  Leo  on  the 
Medium  Cali,  and  the  Sun  Lord  thereof  pofited  in  the  Mid-heaven ; 

alio 
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alfo  Mercury  in  his  own  houfe  in  the  Mid-heaven ,  which  are  ab- 
folute  teftimonies  of  durable  Honour  :  he  hath  alio  the  part  of 
Fortune  in  the  eleventh  houfe ,  declaring  that  he  fhall  be  much 
advantaged  by  his  profelfed  Friends ,  and  that  he  fhall  have  many 
Friends  :  likewife  the  Moon  is  in  Conjunction  of  Venus  >  Lady  of 
the  Eleventh  Houfe,  the  Houfe  of  Friendfhip,  but  Venus  is  Lady 
of  the  Twelfth  Houfe,  alfo  the  Houfe  of  private  Enemies ;  fo  fhe 
is  likewife  Lady  of  the  Seventh  Houfe,  the  Houfe  of  publick  Ene¬ 
mies  :  but  inalmuch  as  Mars  Lord  of  the  Alcendent,  is  fironger 
than  Venushady  of  the  Seventh  and  Twelfth,  it  is  an  eminent  token 
that  his  Enemies  either  publick  or  private  fhall  not  prevail  againft 
him,  neither  will  they  be  very  apt  to  quarrel  with  him  ;  but  thole 
that  will  contend  with  him,  let  them  be  lure  to  look  tocoine  off  A/k 

witli~ [qEand  damage ,  for  they  will  not”  be  able  to  withftand  T _ 

him.  .  .  - 

But  I  fuppofe  the  main  thing  that  caufed  Mr.  Hohvel  to  predict 
ofthemiferable  poverty  of  this  great  Monarch, might  proceed  from 
the  pofition  of  Mars ,  and  the  Dragons  Tail  in  the  Second  Houfe 
of  his  Scheme  ;  for  th.efe  are  commonly  teftimonies  of  wafte  of 
fubftance :  but  Mr.  Holwel  doth  miftake,the  Dragons  Tail  is  not  in 
the  Second  Houfe,  as  he  hath  placed  him  in  his  Figure,  but  in  the 
Eighth  Houfe,  and  the  Dragons  Head  is  in  the  Second  Floufe. 

And  if  we  confider  that  Mars  is  Lord  of  the  Afeendent,  we 
need  not  judge  him  a  teftimony  of  Poverty,  but  rather  of  Riches ; 
which  is  much  augmented  by  the  pofition  of  the  Dragons  Head 
in  the  fecond  Houle  ;  for  Authors  fay,  the  Lord  of  the  Alcendent 
pofited  in  the  fecona Houfe,  ihews a  great mcreafeoT  Riches  by 
the  Natives  own  labour  and  induitry,  the  rather  being  irrR~ecei>  — ~ 
tion  with  the-Loixl  of  the  fecond.  And  pray  what  Prince  in  the 
World  now  living,  hath  laboured  more,  and  tiled  greater  induftry 
to  increale  his  Riches,  and  to  enlarge  his  Territories,  than  the  pre¬ 
lent  King  of  France  hath  done  ?  neither  hath  any  Prince  had  grea¬ 
ter  fuc, cels  than  he.  And  thus  I  fhall  leave  the  general,  and  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  particulars. 

Whereas  Mr.  Ho  hnel  defireth  any  one  that  will ,  to  run  down 


the  Sun  carne  not  to  the  fquare  of  Mars  until  Twelve  years  of  age, 
Qmt}A\:.Hdwd  faith  at  Nine)  therefore  unlike  tJazSm  to  the  Square 
of  Mars  fhould  give  the  Small  Pox  at  Nine  years  of  age  :  Neither 
do  I  hold  any  Direction  cf  either  the  Sun  or  Moon  a  iaic  Rulc 

where-

whereby  to  prove  any  Nativity  fPE,  but  rather  by  the  Afcendent 
"of  Mid-heaven ;  yet  1  cl o  not  lay  but  the  Directions  of  the  Sun 
or  Moon  may  operate  as  forcibly  as  the  other,  according  to  their 
nature,  though  not  to  prove  the  time  of  birth  by. 

But  according  to  Morinuss  Figure,  which  I  fuppofo  to  be  near- 
eft  the  truth,  he  had  between  three  and  four  years  of  age  the  Mid¬ 
heaven  to  the  Sex  tile  of  Jupiter  ,  about  which  time  the  French 
Kings  Father  died,  and  he  Med  King  of  France  :  about  twelve 
years  of  age,  he  had  the  Mid-heaven  directed  to  the  Conjunction 
of  the  Sun  ;  under  this  Direction  he  received  his  Crown  ;  about 
thirteen  or  fourteen  he  had  the  Sun  to  the  Square  of  Mars ,  and 
then  he  had  troubles  in  France  ;  and  at  Paris  they  fhiit  the  Gates 
againft  him.  About  two  or  three  and  twenty  ,  he  had  the  Sun 
directed  to  the  Sextil  of  both  Venus  and  the  Moon  ;  under  thefe  Di¬ 
rections  he  was  married  to  Maria  Tirefia  d'  Aujlna ,  Infanta  of 
Spain,  which  was  on  the  Ninth  of  September  1660.  Atid  Mr.  Hol¬ 
lis  el  faith,  the  French  King  hath  lately  had  the  Midheaven  to  the 
Sextil  of  Mars,  and  that  caufed  him  to  be  profperous  in  Arms ; 
r  but  I  fay  he  hath  not  yet  had  that  Direction  ;  but  he  hath  lately 
had  the  Sun  to  the  Sextil  of  Mars,  and  the  Afcendent  to  the  Cuip 
of  the  fecondHoufe,  this  caufed  him  to  be  profperous  in  Arms, 
and  thereby  to  increafe  his  Subltance  and  Territories. 

And  Mr.  Holwel  alfo  faith,  that  the  French  King  in  Auguft  1683. 
(hall  have  many  Miferies,  both  in  Body,  Mind,  and  Fortune,  and 
that  then  his  own  Subjects  will  rebel  againft  him  ;  and  that  he 
would  be  in  danger  of  Fire  and  Gunfhot,  alfo  Stabbing  and  Im- 
prifonment ;  and  that  he  ffiould  be  in  danger  of  being  cheated  of 
his  Life ;  and  then,  faith  he,  if  this  happen,  one  may  fay  there  is 
feme  truth  in  Art.  But  I  am  affined,  that  as  this  hath  not  yet 
hapned,  and  though  it  never  do  (as  I  am  perfwaded  it  never  will) 
vet  there  is  more  Truth  in  Art  than  there  is  honefty  in  Mr.  HoF 
weL  or  truth  inTifoirA^ftsTToFfiich  nonfSHcal  boaftersfoF  Art 
areouflEif^  not  worthy  to  Bear  the  Name 

orTItlefoT  an  AralK"^ 

He  laith  moreover  about  the  fame  time, the  French  King  fhould 
lofe  all  his  former  Honour  both  by  Sea  and  Land,  (but  fure  he 
meaneth  this  of  himfelf)  and  that  all  he  takes  in  hand  for  feven 
years  lpace  will  profper  ill,  if  he  lives  fo  long,  and  that  he  will 
loon  come  to  be  imprifoned  or  Banifhed,  and  be  one  of  the  mife- 
rablelt  Princes  in  the  World. 


But 
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But  none  of  tnele  things  have  yet  hapnecl,  neither  can'  1  find 
according  to  the  Rules  of  Altroiogy,  that  luch  Calamities  will 
at  all  happen .  to  this  mpft  Chriltian  Prince  ;  for  certainly  he  is 
not  a  Prince  born  to  Misfortune,  Di  (grace  nor  Poverty,  as  an  inge¬ 
nuous  Ar  tilt  may  well  perceive  by  his  Nativity,  but  to  be  the  Glory 
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oi  his  Nation,  and  a  Terror  to  his  Enemies :  and  as  for  thole  Di 
Sections  which  Mr.  Ho  live  l  pretends  fflould  bring  luch  afflictions  on 
'this  moIFCKnitian  King,  are  not  yet  come,  neither  will  they* 
Tor  many  years  7~  and  when  theyTlo  come,  they  will  notBclo  vn 
*oletOnie1pealceui  of;  ioFTie  coniidereth  riottnat  about  tBefame" 
time  thatAfflereliappeneth  evil  Directions ,  there  alfo  nappeneth 
good  ones;  for  about  the  year  of  dtir  Lord  Chrilt  1690.  the  AP 
cehdenTcomes  to  tEeTSquare  of  Mercury ,  Lord  "oFthe  eighth  and 
tenth  Houles,  wTiicliTmight  fhc^icfflncirclanger  both"  or ''LiiL  ancT 
TlbiiourT  but  at  the  fame  time  the  Sun  comes  to  the  hodyLbF^T 
*  yiter.  Lord  of  the  leventh  and  eleventh  Houles,  thereby  raifing 
FnehdlllntoTE^  Native,  and  bringing  even  Els  Enemies  tdBeat 
peace  with  him,  and  tiius  abating  the  evil  threatened  by  Mercury. 

bodyA>F*iMrr7,  LoiT  of  thefixth  Houle,  which  may  give  lome 
affliCiions  of  body",  and  at  the  lame  time  the  Mid-heaven  comes 
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to  the  ^extileBOj^rj  ~  mitigating  the  evinnfluence  of  Mars  to  the 
"Aicendent ;  yeti  luppolc  about  the  year  1690.  or  between  that 
and  the  year"! 69^.  fie  may  have  lome  affliction  of  body  that  will 
Be  very  violent, Hvliich  it  he  eleape,  he  may  (favente  Deo){lvowM 


nv  years. 

Mr.  HolwlMlM  faith,  that  in  a  fhort  time  the  Commons  of 
France  will  be  in  Arms  againlt  their  prelent  King,  and  that  if  he 
fflould  live  but  two  years  (that  would  be  but  to  the  year  1685,) 
he  would  be  driven  from  his  Throne  by  his  own  Subjects,  and  if 
he  die  before,  then  the  next  King  will  be  ferved  ib  :  but  what 
realon  he  hath  for  any  of  this,  I  think  that  neither  himfelfi  nor 
any  rational  man  can  tell;  bat  eipeqally  whereby  he  judgeth  the 
fate  of  the  next  King,  by  this  prelent  Kings  Nativity  ;  nay  he  is 
not  content  therewith,  but  he  addeth  more  nonlenficai  fmif ;  for 
in  the  lame  Nativity  lie  faith, the  Turks  fhail  over-run  France ,  Spain, 
Italy ,  Rome,  Vance ,  Mufcovia  and  Roland ,  deltroying  it  with  Fire 
and  Sword  ;  and  that  the  Key  of  Chriftendom  fhail  be  loll ;  (but 
it  were  better  a  thouland  luch  Predictors  were  ferved  as  Baals 
Prophets  were,  that  we  might  have  no  more  fiich  Chriftian  Turks 
among#  us  to  difheaiten  us  with  lies)  but  I  fhail  forbear  to  men-

non  any  more  of  thefc  fooleries,  and  certifie  my  Readers,  that  the 
ruins  of  thefe  Kingdoms  and  Countries  cannot  by  the  Rules  of 
Aftrology  be  predicted  of  from  this  Nativity  ;  therefore  this  is 
like  the  reft  of  his  fade  nonfenfical  fluff,  and  Time  will  manifeft 
it  fo  to  be  ;  and  then  let  Mr.  Hohvel  be  fare  that  he  will  be  deri¬ 
ded,  not- only  by  Artifts,  but  by  every  one  wholly  ignorant  of  Art, 
that  hath,  or  fhall  chance  to  read  his  Books,  which  will  be  to  him 
*  a  greater  Dilgrace,  than  ever  his  Books  procured  him  Fame  or 
Profit ;  thus  he  hath  ufed  his  endeavour  to  difhearteri  all  Chri- 
ftendom,  and  to  incourage  the  Turks  and  Heathens  with  falfe 
Predi&ions.  But  I  will  advife  Mr.  Holwel,  not  to  difoblige  the 
King  of  England ,  nor  the  Laws  of  our  Land,  for  he  hath  dilbbli- 
ged  almoft  all  Chriftendom,and  belied  the  Turks  ;  and  if  he  fhould 
have  a  fanfie,  or  be  forced  to  travel,  I  would  have  him  well  con- 
fider,  into  what  Kingdom  or  Country  he  may  be  the  molt  wel¬ 
come  ;  if  to  the  Turks  he  go,  let  him  have  a  care  of  ftrangling, 
for  he  hath  been  to  them  an  abominable  lying  Prophet ;  if  to  the 
Kingdom  of  France,  the  Baltile  is  the  way  to  the  Wheel,  on  which 
they  break  all  impudent  Impoftors,  for  he  hath  frighted  that 
Country  (if  at  leaft  any  among  them  be  fo  fenfelefs  to  be  fright¬ 
ed  with  his  ablurd  Crudities)  with  falfe  Fears,  more  than  enow  ; 
if  to  any  other  Country  of  Chriftendom,  they!  quickly  fmell  out 
an  Als  under  the  Skin  of  a  Lyon,  and  bait  him  accordingly  ;  my 
Ad  vice  therefore  is, that  he  keep  himfelf  at  home, with  th  tCatafirophe 
Mundij  and  Appendix  of  his  own  addle  Writing,  there  being  no¬ 
thing  in  them,  but  what  is  become  moft  notorious  and  loathlbme 
to  all  lober  men. 


CHAP.  vi. 

Treating  of  the  Conjunction  of  the  Superior  'Planets ,  and 
more  particularly,  of  the  ConjunEiion  of  Saturn  and 
Jupiter,  in  Led,  in  the  year  1682. 

/  r  . 

EVery  Planet  contributeth  in  fome  meafure  or  other  to  the  Go¬ 
vernment  of  this  World,  but  feme  more  forcibly  than  others, 
as  the  Superiours,  being  forerunners  of  great  and  ftrange  Acci¬ 
dents,  War,  Slaughter,  and  Mutations.  I 


I  come  now  to  fpeak  fomething  of  the  Conjunctions  of  Saturn 
and  Jupiter  ;  and  as  for  Mr.  Holwels  method  of  direction  to  that 
purpofe, .  in  a  Figure  of  the  new  or  full  Moon,  either  next  before 
or  after  it,  I  think  it  not  a  fafe  way,  there  to  find  the  time  of  their 
Effects,  for  by  this  way  of  direction  round  and  round  the  Zodiac, 
the  Effects  of  a  Conjunction  would  la  ft  to  the  end  of  the  World  ; 
and  if  ail  the  Conjunctions  which  have  been  fince  the  Creation, 
fhould  to  this  day  work  their  Effects,  as  they  did  at  or  foon  after 
they  happened,  what  a  miferable  time  fhould  we  now  live  in  ? 
but  they  are  not  to  laft  always,  for  they  are  appointed  for  Signs 
and  for  Seafons,  for  days  and  years ;  and  as  he  hath  directed  Sa¬ 
turn  and  Jupiter  in  their  Conjunction  in  Sagitary ,  Anno  Dcm.  1605. 
to  the  new  Star,  which  was  in  the  year  1571.  and  the  Afcen- 
dent  and  Midheaven  of  the  new  Moon,  before  the  Conjunction 
of  Saturn  and  Jupiter, ,  1682.  directed  to  the  fame  new  Star,  is  to 
no  more  effeCt  (comparatively)  than  a  man  being  very  cold, 
fhould  fit  by  a  great  Fire  till  he  had  warmed  and  refrefhed  him- 
lelf,  and  many  years  after,  he  being  in  the  fame  Extremity  with 
Cold,  and  coming  to  the  fame  Houfe,  expecting  there  again 
to  warm  and  reifefh  himfelf,  but  finds  neither  Fire  nor  Inhabi¬ 
tants  there  at  prefent,  nor  had  any  been  there  for  many  years 
paft,  only  there -remained  the  Houfe  empty ;  fo  by  this  direction, 
the  Houfe  or  Sign  of  the  Zodiac  may  be  found,  but  the  new  Star 
long  time  paft,  quite  out  and  extinguifhed  ;  fo  are  the  directions 
to  the  other  Promitters  as  erroneous  and  frivolous. 

But  I  having  been  atleaft  twenty  years  a  Student  in  Aftrology  (and 
other  parts  of  the  Mathematicks)  I  have  read  many  Authors,  and 
difcourfed  with  DoCtor  Reafcn ,  and  DoCtor  Experience,  and  they  tell 
tue,  that  the  time  of  the  Events  of  Conjunctions  of  the  fiiperior  Pla- 
nets are  taken  two  ways,  tfiat  is  generally  and  particularly":  firft 
generally,  tothetime  of  the  whole  duration ~of  their  effects;  take  ^  ^ 

generdRuleftHat  the  effects'  of  the  Conjunction  or  any 
^PgriQEP5tLets  continue  in’tbrce,  but  until  another  Con¬ 
junction  of  them  happen  (whichls  in  about  twenty  years)  and  then  ^ 
their  effects  will  alter,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  Sign  In  which  1 
it  happens,  confideration  being  had  to  their  Pofition  and  other  1 
Configurations ;  fo  that  the  effects  of  that  Conjunction  of  Saturn  - 
and  Jupiter  in  Sagitary ,  in  the  year  1605.  (fo  much  fpoken  of  by 
Mr.  Ho  Ivy  el,  in  his  Cataftrophe  Mundi )  ended  in  the  year  1622.  for 
at  that  time  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in  Lee , 
whole  effects  alfo  ended  in  the  year  1643.  and  the  more  fully,

there  then  happening  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn  aim  Jupiter  in  Pijces , 
a  Sign  of  the  watry  Triplicity,  whole  effects  Lifted  but  to  the  year 
1665.  for  tlien  hapned  another  Conjunction  ol  Saturn  and  Jupiter 
in  Sagitarjp  whole  effects  were  not  different  from  that  in  160  j.  I 
mean,  in  their  own  Nature,  and  not  as  the  many  EC  ip  (os',  folar 
Ingreffes  and  other  Configurations,  altered  them,  and  tiieiy  enedts 
ceafedjWhen  the  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  hapned  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1 68a.  and  was  the  firft  of  the  Triple  Conjunction  of  Saturn 
and  Jupiter  in  Lee,  which  hapned  then  and  in  the  lollowing  }  ear, 
under  whole  effects  we  now  are,  and  ftiall  fo  be,  until  the  year 
170a,  and  their  effects  in  their  own  nature  are  not  like  to  be 
much  different  from  that  which  hapned  in  the  year  1625,  only 
this  in  1 68a.  is  of  far  greater  force,  it  being  a  Triple  Conjunction, 
and  therefore  its  effects  will  be  more  powerful. 

The  effects  of  the  Conjunctions  of  the  Superior  Planets,  are 
commonly  Seditions,  Troubles,  Mutations,  Wars,  Subverhons  of 
Monarchies,  Kingdoms,  States,  alterations  of  Laws,  Cuftoms,, 
Priviledges,  Treacheries,  Treafons,  and  lometimes  the  Death  of 
Emperors,  Kings,  Princes,  Potentates  and  Powers ,  and  thus 
I  much  of  the  general  Operation  1  now  we  come  to  thepaiti- 

(  cular.  , 

And  the  better  to  judge  of  the  future  effects  of  the  Conjunctions 

of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in  Leo ,  in  the  years  1 68a.  and  ib8g.  let  us 
look  back  into  Hiftory,  and  fee  what  hath  hapned  under  fuch 
Conjunctions  already  paft,  and  thereby  we  fhall  be  the  bettei 
able  to  judge  of  their  following  bonifications.  In  the  year  Anno 
Chrifti  55.  (being  but  one  year  alter  the  Death  and  Paffion  01  our 
Saviour  Jefus  Chrift)  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupi¬ 
ter  in  Leo,  and  then  the  Jews  waxed  bittei  ciuci  againft  the  Dilci- 
ples  of  our  Saviour for  after  the  death  of  Chrift,  the  Holy  Spirit 
falling  on  them,  they  boldly  profefs  what  they  had  feen  and 
,  heard,  and  that  openly ;  and Stephen  being  chofen  to  peifoin}  Ho-, 
ly  Service,  in*  the  Company  of  the  Chnftians,  became  he  rer- 
f  vently  imployed  himfelf  in  publifhing  the  Gloiyof  Chrift,  being 
!  Eld  hold  on  by  envious  Perfbns,  was  ftoned  to  death,  and  from 
■  that  tirfte,  the  chief  of  the  Jews  endeavoured  all  they  could,  to 
blot  out  the  name  of  the  Chriftians  by  what  means  they  could  ; 
but  especially  Saul  breathed  out  threatnings^  againft  them,  who 
having  the  largeft  Power  made  over-  to  liimmoin  the; high  Ti  -Cit, 
lie  then  bended  toward  Damafcm ,  that  he  might  oppref.  them,, 
but  in  his  Journey  he  was  affrighted,  and  being  ftruck  to  theEarth, 
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he  is  converted,  and  fuddenly  applied  himfelf  wholly  to  the  Wor¬ 
th  ip  of  Chrifc.  This  hapned  in  the  third  year  after  the  death  of 
Chrift,  and  the  firft  after  the  Conjunction. 

And  this  is  a  very  good  Example  of  what  is  now  coming  on  af¬ 
ter  the  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in  Leo,  1682  .  for  Jupiter 
being  a  Significator  of  the  Chriitian  Religion,  and  afflicted  by  the 
body  of  Saturn  in  Leo,  the  Houle  of  the  Sun,  another  Significator 
of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  "and  Saturn  being  Significator  of  the 
Turks,  may  well  ftir  them  up  again!!  Chriftendom ;  Saturn  being 
the  moft  luperiour  Planet,  put  great  and  haughty  thoughts  of 
conquering  the  Chriftians  into  the  Turks  malicious  minds  :  But 
I  liippole  that  neither  the  Turk  nor  Mr.  Holwel  thought  of,  nor 
confidered,  that  Saturn  was  weak  in  Leo,  and  difpoled  of  by  the 
Sun,  Significator  of  both  the  Chriftians  and  their  Religion  ;  for 
all  that  Saturn  can  do  in  Leo,  is  but  to  ftir  up  Chriftian  Emperours, 
Kings,  Princes,  and  Governours,  to  purge  out  all  the  dangerous 
dregs  of  obftinate  Diftenters  and  Fanaticiim,  and  thole  of  every 
wicked  principle  contrary  to  the  well-being  of  Government ;  and 
that  in  all  parts  of  Chriftendom,  but  elpecially  in  thole  places  un¬ 
der  the  Sign  Leo,  alio  to  thole  in  Sextile  or  Trine  to  it,  which  are 
Aries,  Gemim,  Libra  and  Sagitarius ;  lo  that  all  Countries  and  Cities 
under  thole  Signs  will  in  fome  way  or  other  receive  benefit  by  the 
means  of  this  Conjunction,  rendring  the  Regal  power  like  the  Sun, 
glorious  and  iplendid ;  but  I  doubt  of  the  Gonverfion  of  the 
Turks  under  liich  a  Conjunction,  though  Saint  Laid  had  his  under 
the  like. 

In  the  year  of  Chrift  94.  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Ju 
piter  in  Leo ,  and  loon  after  Ulpms  Trajanm  took  the  Roman  Em¬ 
pire,  being  two  and  forty  years  of  age  :  he  was  ftrong  and  expert 
in  Military  affairs  ;  he  was  alio  wile,  moderate  and  courteous, 
lb  that  by  the  general  content  of  all  he  delerved  the  name  of  very 
good  :  he  was  prolperous  in  War  ;  he  added  to  the  Roman  Em¬ 
pire  Dacia  of  Scythia  ;  in  the  year  of  Chrift  102.  he  lubdued  the 
-  Armenians ,  Ibrians,  Cclchians,  the  Sermats,  Arabians,  and  the  Baby¬ 
lonians  ;  he  brought  under  his  power  Sdeucia,Ctefiphon  and  Babylon, 
and  ieveral  other  Cities ;  but  while  he  failed  in  the  Red-Sea,  they 
rebelled  againft  him  ;  but  he  in  perlon,  with  his  Army,  fbon  lub¬ 
dued  them  again  ;  he  alio  Ifrtote  the  Cyrenian  Jews  and  Parthians 
with  great  daughters, 'which  rebelled  againft  him  ;  he  fell  fick  and 
died  naturally  in  Cilicia,  in  Anguft,  Anno  Dorn.  1 17; 

Sure 
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'Sure, had  Mr  Mdovel  but  compared  Hiftory  with  his  Aftrology,ltC 
might  have  judged  more  charitably  of  Rome ,  Italy  and  Chriften- 
dom  ;  for  never  yet  did  Chriftendom  under  any  Conjunction  oi 
Saturn  and  Jupiter  in  Leo ,  iuffer  Detriment,  but  came  off  viCtori- 
oufly  over  their  Enemies,  neither  can  either  Turk,  Tartar,  or  a- 
ny  other  Enemy  to  Chriftendom ,  under  this  Conjunction, 
prevail  againft  them  ;  yet  I  fuppole,  the  Turk  will  have  another 
attempt  againft  Chriftendom,  though  he  come  off  with  as  great 
or  greater  lots,  than  he  did  laft  at  Vienna. 

In  the  year  of  Chrift  155,  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn 
and  Jupiter ,  and  at  the  fame  time,  Antonins  Pius  was  Emperor  of 
Rome ,  and  with  liich  virtue  and  goodnefs  governed  he  that  Em¬ 
pire,  that  he  excelled  all  others^;  the  whole  World  was  at  Peace 
with  him,  all  the  time  of  his  Empire,  foreign  Princes  did  dread 
him,  ib  that  they  would  make  him  the  Arbitrator  of  their 
differences,  becauie  of  his  Wifdom ;  he  died  naturally.  Anno 
Dom.  16 1. 

Antonins  Varus  fucceeded  him,  and  reigned  profperoufly  5  he  was 
fuccelsfui  in  War  againft  the  Parthians,&  lib  in  the  Mar  coman  Wars ; 

he  died  of  an  Apoplexy,  Anno  Dom.  1 7 1 .  #  # 

Surely,  if  Chriftian  Princes  were  under  this  Conjunction,  lo 
wife  and  fuocelsful  in  War  againft  their  Enemies,  I  know  no  rea- 
fbn  Aftrologically,  why  they  fhould  not  be  fb  now,  for  the  Con¬ 
junctions  are  the  lame,  and  therefore  muft  work  the  lame  effects , 
let  Mr.  Holwel ,  or  any  of  Mahomet s  Prophets  lay  what  they  will, 
for  the  Celeftial  Powers  have  not  changed  their  former  In¬ 
fluences. 

Anno  Dom .  819.  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter 
in  Leo,  and  then  Lodoivick  governed  the  Roman  Empire  :  but  in 
the  year  following,  Pepin  King  of  France  conlpired  againft  him, 
with  the  chief  Governours,  and  lays  hold  on  the  Empire ;  but  in 
the  following  year,  through  the  help  of  the  Germans ,  Lodowick  re¬ 
gains  the  Empire,  and  in  the  year  853.  he  is  driven  from  the  Em¬ 
pire  by  the  Confpiracy  of  his  three  Sons,  and  advice  of  the  Bi- 
Ihops ;  but  in  the  following  year,  Lodowick.  is  wholly  reftored  to 
Empire,  and  lb  governed  it  to  the  day  of  his  death,  which  was  in 
the  year  840.  after  his  deceale,  his  three  Sons  fall  at  difference  tor 
the  Empire  :  Lotharins  the  eldeft,  againft  Lodvwick&nd  Charles  the 
two  youngeft,  and  joyn  Battle,  lo  that  many  men  were  llain  on 
both  Tides ;  but  in  the  year  844.  they  agree,  and  divide  their  Fa¬ 
thers  Inheritance  thus  amongft  themfelves;  unto  Lotharins  the  Ro¬ 
man 
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rnan  Empire,  that  is,  Rome  and  Italy ,  alio  Lorain,  which  took  it s 
i\ anic  from  Lotharsus,  rmd  alfo  the  Province  of  Burgarty,  and  t^ 
Lodowick,  all  Germany,  Ment&sfiras,  and  Worms,  and  to  Charles,  the 
Weft-Country  of  France. 

In  the  year  88 8.  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  JupF 
ter  in  Leo  ;  about  this  time,  was  great  War  between  the  Normans 
and  the  French ;  for  in  the  year  890.  the  Normans  lay  Siege  againft 
Paris,  but  took  knot,  though  (as  fomefay)  the  Siege  laftedfe- 
ven  years,  and  in  the  year  898.  the  French  flew  of  the  Normans 
18000,  upon  the  Hill  Faulcon,  near  the  City. 

Anno  Dorn.  948.  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter 
in  Leo,  about  this  time  ;  Berengarius  ufurps  the  Kingdom  of  Italy 
from  Lot  harms  ,but  the  Italians  difliking  his  Tyrannical  Government 
(which  he  held  for  the  fpace  of  twelve  years)  fled  to  Otho  King  of 
Germany,  who  being  gone  mto  ltaly,  in  the  year  961.  received  the 
Imperial  Crown  of  Pope  John,  and  was  fainted  the  firft  Empe¬ 
ror  of  Germany,  he  two  years  after  led  away  Berengarius  into  Ba¬ 
varia,  and  there  he  died  ;  fo  Otho  governed  the  German  Empire 
profperoufly  and  vi&orioufly  all  his  days,  fo  that  the  German  Em¬ 
pire  had  its  rife  under  the  Conjun&ion  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in 
Leo,  a  fixed  Alafculine  Regal  Sign,  which  relates  to  Hiuturnity, 
and  the  long  continuance  of  all  things  begun  under  it.  1 ' ' 

Thus  you  may  fee,  that  under  thefe  three  Conjunctions,  the 
Chriftians  have  had  War  one  againft  another,  an  Error  too  much 
praCtifed  amongft  fome  Chriftian  Princes:  And  indeed  at  this 
time,  amongft  thofe  that  profefs  the  Chriftian  Religion,  there  are 
fo  many  animofities  and  divers  ways  of  Worfhip,that  I  think,  moft 
of  our  Diffenters  had  rather  chufe  to  kifs  the  Turks  Alchoran,  then 
to  fubmit  to  our  Lawful  Regal  Authority  ;  but  let  fuch  know 
that  under  this  Conjunction,  and  all  other  Conjunctions  of  Saturn 
and  Jupiter  in  Leo,  there  hath  been,  and  will  be  a  cleanfing  and 
purging  by  Regal  Authority,  all  the  dangerous  dregs  of  Fanati- 
cifm,  and  of  every  wicked  Principle,  repugnant  to  the  well-being 
of  Government.  There  hath  alfo  been  under  thofe  Conjunctions’ 
Treachery,  Treafon  and  Rebellion ;  the  Son  hath  confpired  a- 
gainft  the  Father,  and  driven  him  from  his  Throne  ;  the  Subjects 
have  confpired  againft  their  Prince,  and  Brethren  have  made  War 
one  againft  another  for  their  Fathers  Inheritance  ;  God  grant  that 

no  fhch  Confpiracy  happen  in  any  part  of  Chriftendom  under 
this  Conjunction. 
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In  the  year  of  Chrift  i6i%.  there  was  a  Conjunction  of  Saturn 
and  Jupiter  in  Leo ,  juft  at  which  time  Mufapha  the  Turks  Grand 
Signior  was  depofed  from  his  Imperial  Throne  the  fecond  time, 
and  Morat  the  rightful  Heir- proclaimed  Emperour  in  his  room,  be¬ 
ing  but  fourteen  years  of  age.  In  this  year  the  Turks  had  War 
.with  the  Hungarians,  Ter  pans  and  Tran pH  am  an  s  ;  and  the  Ter  pans 
took  the  Province  and  City  of  Babylon  from  the  Turks ,  dew  many 
of  them,  took  Moful  (formerly  called  Nineve)  Me'cha,zn&  great  part 
of  the  Turks  Territories.  The  following  year  was  much  in  effect 
like  unto  this.  In  1625.  a  ^Rebellion  broke  out  in  A  fa  againft  the 
Grand  Signior,  and  a  great  Plague  i nCcnfiantinople.  In  1626.  the 
Turks  befiege  Babylon ,  but  came  off  by  the  lols  of  70000  Turks 
and  Tartars ;  and  in  the  following  year  no  peace  could  be  conclu- 
-ded.  1628.  the  War  continued ,  and  tfje  Terfians  took  feveral 
Towns  from  the  Turks.  This  War  continued  till  the  year  1658. 
at  which  time  the  Terfians  had  War  with  the  Indians ,  and  then  the 
Grand  Signior  taking  advantage  of  the  Terfians ,  went  himfclf  in 
perlbn  with  a  mighty  Army  againft  Babylon ,  and  with  much  ado, 
and  the  lols  of  a  great  many  men,  took  it  from  the  Terfians  on 
promile  of  quarter ;  but  contrary  to  his  promife  he-  cauled  all 
Men,  Women,  and  Children  to  be  barbaroufly  maffacred  :  and 
by  this  you  may  lee  the  faith  of  a  Turk.  And  thus  much  of  the 
fignification  of  this  Conjunction,  and  of  what  is  paft ;  I  proceed 
now  to  what  is  yet  to  come. 

I  come  now  to  fpeak  of  the  Triple  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and 
Jupiter  in  Leo,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1682.  And  it  is  a  Maxim 
according  to  that  of  Cardan,  Segm.  5.  Aphcr.  63.  Operationes  Via¬ 
net  arum  nunopuam  cefiant ,  donee  contraria  a  Vianet  a  ,  v  el  Stella  fixa, 
aut  figni  parte  contraria  qualitatis  impediment ur,  <vel  in  Solis  radios  in¬ 
cident  ;  The  operation  of  the  Planets  never  ceafe  until  they  are 
impedited  by  a  contrary  Planet  or  fixed  Star,  or  from  part  of  the 
Sign  of  contrary  quality,  or  when  they  fall  into  combuftion,  *viz,. 
into  the  rayes  of  the  Sun.  t  ' 

In  this  Conjunction  thofe  Planets  are  not  in  evil  afpects  of  ei¬ 
ther  the  Sun  or  Mars,  therefore  no  great  matter  of  their  effects 
could  operate  at  the  time  of  this  Conjunction  ;  but  about  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  November  1 682.  the  Sunczmo  to  the  Square  of  both 
Saturn  and  Jupiter,  and  aftb  of  the  place  of  the  Conjunction ; 
at  which  time  the  effects  began  to  operate,  though  but  flowly  ; 
but  about  the  latter  end  of  January  following,  the  Sun  came  to  the 
Oppolition  of  both  Saturn  and  Jupiter,  and  the  place  of  the  Con¬ 
junction  ;

junction  ;  this  infmuated  milchief  into  the  heart  of  the  Turks ,  to 
proclaim  open  War  againft  Germany  ;  and  in  the  latter  end  of  Au¬ 
gust ,  and  beginning  of  September ,  when  Mars  came  to  the  Square 
of  Saturn,  and  the  place  of  the  Conjunction,  the  effects  began  to 
operate  to  purpole,  as  we  know  about  Vienna,  and  had  not  Jupi¬ 
ter  been  ftronger  than  Saturn ,  Chriftendom  might  have  had  too 
great  a  caule  to  have  remembred  it,  for  Mars  is  an  Enemy  to  both- 
Saturn  and  Jupiter  ;  but  a  little  after,  Jupiter  met  with  the  Con-  . 
junction  of  Vmus,  governed  of  Libra  (and  thereby  railed  the 
Siege)  being  the  Sign  under  which  Vienna  lieth. 

And  whereas  this  Conjunction  hapned  in  Leo,  we  may  confider 
by  what  hath  been  already  laid,  that  Chriftendom  never  luffered 
much  under  luch  Conjunctions,  but  hath  come  off  either  with 
honour  or  victory,  although  they  have  had  many  Troubles  and 
Afflictions ;  for  under  luch  Conjunctions  they  have  beaten  the 
Turks,  and  almoft  all  that  have  oppoled  them.  • 

Now  if  I  fhould  be  asked  the  realon  why  the  Chriftians  have 
been  lo  fortunate  under  the  Conjunctions  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter 
in  Leo  ?  Confider  that  Jupiter  in  Leo  is  ftronger  than  Saturn  there, 
and  dilpoleth  of  Saturn  in  his  own  Triplicity ;  for  Saturn  being 
Perigrine,  and  in  his  Detriment,  he  is  as  a  man  in  cuftody  of  his 
Enemy,  forlaken  of  his  Friend,  and  not  able  to  work  the  evil  ef¬ 
fects  he.  might  do  if  he  were  ftrong,  either  in  his  own  Houle  or 
Exaltation;  for  what  hurt  can  an  envious  man  do,  when  he  is 
bound  in  Prilon,  and  forlaken  of  his  Friends  ?  Saturn  can  do  no 
more  in  this  Conjunction  (neither  can  Kingdoms  nor  People  un¬ 
der  Saturn)  but  envy  the  happinefs  of  Religions,  Countreys  and 
Perlons  under  Leo ,  and  not  under  Leo  only,  but  thole  that  be  un¬ 
der  any  Sign  that  is  in  Sextile  or  Trine  to  Leo  ,  which  are  Libra , 
Sag  it  ary,  Arses,  and  Gemini.  But  here,  peradventure  I  may  be 
asked  the  Queftion,  why  Vienna  in  Aufiria,  being  under  Libra  Iped 
lo  ill  ?  To  that  I  anfwer,  Had  it  not  been  for  this  Conjunction,  it 
might  have  Iped  worfe ;  for  the  Befieging  of  Vienna,  was  not 
wholly  occafioned  by  the  Conjunction,  but  rather  by  the  laft  Co¬ 
met  that  appeared  in  16&2,  and  paffed  through  Libra,  and  the 
Conjunction  may  well  be  reputed  the  Raffing  of  the  Siege  at  Vien¬ 
na  ;  or  if  any  one  wfil  have  it  to  proceed  from  the  Conjunction 
only,  it  matters  not,  for  it  is  no  more  than  I  told  you  before,  that 
Saturn  or  the  Turks  by  him  reprelented,  would  fhew  their  Envy  to 
Religion,  Countries,  Cities  and  Perlons  under  Leo ,  and  under 
Signs  in  Sextile  or  Trine  to  Leo  ,  but  would  want  ftrength  and 
power  to  dcftroy  them  ;  for  if  we  compute  the  Lois  that  the  Turks 
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have  fuftained  by- that  Siege,  both  in  Subftance  and  People,  and 
compare  it  with  the  Lofs  of  the  Chriftians,  we  may  fay,  that  the 
Conjunction  was  not  prejudicial,  but  rather  beneficial  to  Chri- 
ftendom,  mid  prejudicial  to  the  Turks. 

Yet  I  do  not  fay,  but  thele  Places  under  Leo,  and  in  Sextile,and 
Trine  to  it,  may  have  Troubles,  but  their  Enemies  fhall  not  have 
power  to  prevail  againft  them  to  overcome  them  ;  for  though  Sa¬ 
turn  be  the  moil  foperior,  yet  being  out  of  all  his  effential  Digni¬ 
ties,  he  fhall  be  forced  to  Peek  to,  and  comply  with  the  Sun 
and  Jupiter,  and  that  upon  their  terms,  and  not  upon  his  own.  . 

But  thele  Regions,  Countries,  and  Cities  under  Aquarius,  being 
in  opposition  to  Leo,  and  thole  in  Iquare,  which  are  Taurus  and 
Scorpio,  will  be  like  to  be  molt  fufferers  (under  this  Conjunction) 
by  one  means  or  other  ;  either  by  War,  Famine,  Sickneis,  or  In¬ 
undations  of  Waters,  &c.  for  certainly,  if  thofe  under  the  Sextiles 
and  Trines  partake  of  Evil,  much  more  thole  under  the  Squares 
and  Oppofitions  will  be  Sufferers  by  their  effeCts,.  as  may  be  feen 
by  this  following  example,  being  yet  in  the  memory  of/ihany 
thoniands  now  living  m  England.  In  the  year  1663.  there  was 


go  loon  after for  in  the  year  166 5, there  was  a  lamentable  Piague, 
and  in  1666.  the  City  almoft  confumed  with  Fire;  many 
more  fad  Accidents  I  could  inftance,  but  let  this  fuffice  at  this 

time.  "  . 

And  becaule  that  every  one  that  may  happen  to  read  this  Book, 
may  not  be  an  Artift  good  enough  to  know  what  places  are  under 
the  Signs  before  mentioned,  I  will  here  infert  the  Names  of  fome 
Countries  and  Cities  under  Leo,  and  under  the  Signs  in  Oppofiti- 
on  and  Square  to  it,  which  are  as  followeth.

Thus  I  have  fhewed  fame  of  the  Places  under  the  Signs,  in 
which  the  effeds  of  this  Conjundion  is  like  to  be  moft  powerful  • 
and  for  the  time  of  the  future  effeds,  it  is  moft  like  to  be,  when 
the  Sun  or  Mars  fhall  behold  Saturn,  Jupiter,  or  the  place  of  the 
Conjunction  by  an  evil  Afped ;  that  is,  by  Square  or  Oppofition. 
I  do  not  day  that  all  the  places  aforefaid  fhall  be  afflicted  atone 
time,  neither  that  all  the  Calamities  aforefaid  fhall  happen  to  any 
one  place ;  it  is  enough  (nay  and  too  much  too)  if  any  one  of  them 
happen  in  any  Country  or  City  in  Chriftendom.  Thus  have  I 
given  an  Aftrological  account  of  the  effects  of  this  Conjunction, 
and  I  nope  I  have  not  varied  from  the  Rules  of  Art ;  and  here  I 
fhall  fpeak  a  little  more  of  the  effects  of  this  Conjunction  be¬ 
tween  the  Turks  and  Chriftians,  in  what  may  be  the  event  of 
their  prefent  War.  In  April  1 684.  Saturn  will  be  again  in  Leo,  and 
m  fquaie  to  Mars  ;  in  May  following,  Saturn  meets  with  a  Square 
of  the  Sum,  Jupiter  alfo  meets  with  the  Square  of  both  the  Sun  and 
Mars,  intimating  that  about  that  time,  the  Turks  will  be  adive 
againlt  the  Chriftians,  and  then  great  preparation  will  be  making 
on  both  fides ;  but  both  Saturn  and  Jupiter  are  weak,  and  there¬ 
fore  no  great  Adions  will  yet  be  performed;  but  rather  about  Au- 
gufi,  when  the  Sun  comes  to  the  place  of  the  Conjundion,  or  la¬ 
ter  in  the  year,  when  Saturn  and  Jupiter  meets  with  the  body  of 
both  the  Sun  and  Miars,  and  then  the  Turks  fiiDoofe  to  do  rtreat 
matters  agai nil  the  Chriftians ;  but  I  find  no  reaidn  in  Art,  why 
he  mouffl  have  any  more  Vidory  in  this  year,  than  he  had  in  the 
lafr  agamic  trie  Chriftians ;  neither  do  I  fupDofe,  that  their  Diffe¬ 
rences  will  be  reconciled  until  the  year  1687;  which  if  it  be  not, 
then  let  the  Turk  rook  to  be  beaten  to  purpofe,  for  then  Jupiter 
conies  into  Sagitary,  his  own  houfe,  and  then,  when  it  is  too  lates 
cue  Turk  may  repent  of  his  Enterpriles. 
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C  H  A  P.  VII. 

Treating  of  Comets  and  their  effedcsy  and  particularly 
of  the  Comet  that  appeared  in  the  year  1680. 

What  a  Cometis..  : 

MOli  Arologers  of  ancient  times  have  told  us,  that  a  Comet  or 
Blazing- Star,  is  a  dry  exhalation,  vifcous  and  llimy,  drawn 
up  into  the  upper  Region  of  the  Air  by  the  Sun,  and  there  being 
let  on  fire  by  its  Heat,  breaks  forth  into  a  Flame,  of  which,  there 
be  divers  lorts,  as  Pliny  writethin  Lib.  1.  Cap.  ay  de  Nat.  fome 
whereof  move  Direct ,  lorne  Retrograde,  and  fome  not  at  all, 
but  are  fixed  as  the  other  Stars. 

But  my  Judgment  of  them  is,  that  they  proceed  not  from,  natu¬ 
ral  Caules  (as  before  mentioned)  but  from  Divine  Providence, 
and  lent  by  Almighty  God,  as  tokens  of  his  wrath  againft  man¬ 
kind  for  their  fins ,  thereby  threatning  them  with  his  Wrath  and 
juft  Judgment,  thereby  to  tiy  if  their  obftinate  Hearts  will  relent 
and  turn  to  the  Lord,  that  he  might  turn  his  Judgments  away 
from  them  ;  or  elfe  to  be  the  forerunners  of  fome  more  than  ordi¬ 
nary  Birth  ;  whom  God  is  pleafed  to  honour  with  a  new  Light 
from  Heaven  pas  he  hath  done,  not  only  at  the  Birth  of  Chrift, 
but  alfo  at  the  Birth  of  feveral  Emperors,  Kings  and  Poten¬ 
tates.  f  . 

Hiftories.  ancient  Writers,  and  common  Experience  in  former 
Ages  teftifie  to  us,  that  thefe  figns  in  the  Heavens,  or  appearance 
of  Comets,  are  the  allured  forerunners  ot  fterility  of  the  Earth  ; 
Famine,  Peftilcnce,  War,  Alteration  of  Empires,  Kingdoms, 
Statutes,  Laws  and  Cuftoms ;  Winds,  Earth-quakes,  Inundations, 
extream  Heat  and  Drought,  with  grievous  Difeafes,  and  liich  like 
horrid  evils ;  alfo  the  Birth  of  fome  great  Emperor,  King,  Gover¬ 
nor,  or  Learned  Man.  _  , 

That  they  are  the  caufe  of  inordinate  heat,  it  appears  by 
their  burning  in  the  Air,  as  appears  vifible  to  the  eye  ol  the 

beholders.  \  ’*  W 

Of  Sterility,  by  reafon  the  fatnels  of  the  Earth,  is  by  them 
drawn  out,  and  the  Earth  left  dry  and  lean,  and  lb  the  Moifture 
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and  convenient  Humidity  whereby  it  fru&ifieth,  all  things  grow¬ 
ing  thereon  is  extinguifhed  ;  whence  there  muft  needs  follow  Fa¬ 
mine  and  Sterility  in  thofe  Regions  and  Places,  from  whence  the 
Matter  and  Subftance  is  drawn. 

And  of  Peftilence  and  Dileafes,  in  that  the  Air  is  by  them  in- 
fe&ed,  through  hot  cloudy  Exhalations,  the  which  being  drawn 
in  at  the  Mouth  of  living  Creatures,  infedeth  and  killeth  them  ; 
alfo  by  exceffive  Heat  the  radical  Moifture  of  living  Creatures, 
whereby  they  fubfill,  is  dried  up,  lb  they  become  no  other  than 

dead  Gar kaffes.  _  n  ’  ^  - 

Of  War,  Alterations  in  Kingdoms,  States,  Laws  and  Cuftoms, 
in  that  when  a  Comet  or  Blazing-Star  appears,  there  are  many 
Exhalations  in  the  Air,  and  thofe  of  nature  hot  and  dry,  the 
which  do  fo  dry  up  the  Humors  in  Men,  and  move  Choler,  that 
they  are  ealily  excited  to  Quarrels,  after  which,  follows  W ar  and 
Bloodfhed  ;  and  fo  confequently  alterations  in  Kingdoms,  States, 
Governments,  Laws  and  Cuftoms. 

Alio  of  Winds,  for  that  they  are  of  the  lame  matter  (fuppofed) 
whereof  Comets  are,  and  when  any  Comet  or  Blazing-Star  ap¬ 
pears,  many  luch  Vapors  are  exhaled,  and  when  they  vanilh,  they 
become  windy  Vapors. 

Of  Earth-quakes  for  the  lame  reafon,  for  they  are  occafioned 
of  Winds,  and  Winds  are  the  occafion  of  Earth-quakes. 

So  of  Inundations  for  the  lame  reafon  alfo  ,  for  the  Comets 
caufe  wind ,  and  wind  caufes  the  Sea  to  roar  and  rage,  whence 
follows  Inundations. 

Authors  give  a  deftription  of  feveral  forts  ol  Comets  both  in 
name  and  form,  which  I  lhall  here  omit,  and  proceed  to  their 
Effeds  ;  and  particularly  to  the  Effects  of  that  molt  amazing  Co¬ 
met  or  Blazing-ltar,  which  appeared  not  only  to  us,  but  to  almoft 
the  whole  World,  in  1680.  and  it  is  credibly  reported  that  this 
Comet  was  feen  in  Jamaica  about  the  nth  of  November ,  in  five 
degrees  of  Libra  to  rife  in  the  Eaft,  in  the  Morning,  and  movsd 
dired  as  the  Planets  do,  and  1b  ran  through  Libra ,  Scorpio ,  and 
Sagitary  very  fwiftly,  it  ran  five  or  fix  degrees  in  one  day  ;  but 
I  am  not  certain  whether  it  were  feen  in  England  until  the  eleventh 
of  December ,  and  then  my  felf  law  the  ftream  of  it  in  the  Weft, 
of  at  leall  40  degrees  in  length,  but  the  Star  I  could  not  fee,  it 
being  under  the  Earth ;  but  on  the  fixteenth  day  of  the  lame 
month  I  beheld  it  about  the  middle  of  Capricorn ,  and  from  thence 
I  had  the  light  of  it  every  night  when  the  Element  was  clear,  un- 


27^  January^  following  ;  it  was  then  in  twelve  degrees 
oi  Taurus,  and  by  obiervation  I  feme  times  found  the  lfream  of  it 
mil  fixty  degrees  and  upward,  which  is  5600  miles,  lo  that  after 
it  appeared  to  us  in  the  Evening,  it  ran  through  half  Capricorn,  all 
Aquarius,  Pijces,  Aries,  and  halt  "Taurus  ;  to  that  accounting  from 
me  firft  appearing  to  its  ditappearing,  it  did  run  through  two 
1  birds  of  the  Zodiac,  fo  that  alrhoft  two  Thirds  of  the  World 
will  be  partakers  of  its  Effeds.  When  it  appeared  firft  in  the 
Morning,  it  was  laid  to  appear  very  red,  therefore  tlippoted  to  be 
of  the  nature  of  Mars  ;  but  when  it  appeared  to  us  in  the  Even¬ 
ing,  it  was  of  a  pale  coiom  like  unto  the  Planet  Saturn ,  and  there- 
toie  of  his  nature  ;  and  as  it  was  a  Saturnine  Comet,  we  mult  ex- 
Saturnme  Effects;  and  to  difeover  what  a  Saturnine  Comet 
. both  in  its  own  nature,  and  in  the  nature  of  the  Signs 
it  palled  through,  let  us  per ufe  the  ancient  Writings  of  the  Chalde¬ 
ans  and  Hebrews,  which  were  very  expert  in  thefe  matters  in  for¬ 
mer  Ages  ;  and  we  {hall  find  Comets  of  the  nature  of  Saturn  to 
denote  many  Evils,  as  Wants,  Anxieties,  Famine,  Deftrudion  of 
the  Fruits  of  the  Earth  by  Caterpillars,  Locufts,  and  fuch  like 
vermine  ;  Wars,  Treacheries,  and  Troubles ;  Chronick  Difeafes, 
and  Melancholy  Diftempers,  as  Quartan  Agues,  Falling-ficknefs, 
Eeprohe,  Palfies,  Confumptions,  and  all  Dileafes  which  are  of 
long  continuance  ;  Deftrudion  of  Beafts  appertaining  to  the  ufe 
of  Man,  Exceffive  cold  weather  in  Winter,  and  of  long  conti¬ 
nuance,.  Clouds,  Froft  and  Snow  more  than  ufiially  ;  ftrong  and 
high  Winds,  Tempefts,  Shipwrecks,  with  deftrudion  both  of  Men 
and  Fifh,  great  Inundations,  and  Storms,  to  the  annoyance  of 
Cattel  and  of  all  things;  Men  and  Kingdoms  under  the  Dominion 
of  Saturn  will  fuffer  detriment,  and  be  in  danger  of  deftruction. 
Is  not  the  moft  part  of  Turky  under  Saturn  ?  then  let  them  be  lure 
to  fuffer  much  by  the  Effects  of  this  Comet. 

.  as  it  firft  appeared  in  Libra ,  it  denotes  Thefts  and  Robbe¬ 
ries,  exceffive  Cold,  the  Death  of  feme  great  Man,  great  Slaugh¬ 
ters,  fecret  Plots  and  Treacheries,  a  fcarcity  of  Rain,  a  Drought 
of  Fountains,  and  other  Waters,  a  want  of  the  Fruits  of  the  Earth, 
and  Provifion  for  the  ufe  of  Man  ;  great  Winds,  horrible  Earth¬ 
quakes.  :  and  as  it  appeared  in  the  Eaft,  thefe  effeds  feem  to  ope¬ 
rate  within  few  years  after  its  Apparition,  and  places  under  Libra , 
will  be  the  greateft  partakers  of  its  effeds. 

Pieces  under  Libr a  are,  Aujlria ,  Alfatia ,  Livonia,  Sabandia,  Sa - 
Dalph'mat e  :  Cities,  Lisbon,  Francfort ,  Vienna ,  Arles,,  Spire ,  Pla- 

sentia , 


centia,  Heilbarn ,  LanJfoute  and  Antwerp,  andfbnie  of  tilde  Places 
have  already  felt  too  much  of  the  effetf  s  of  this  Comet. 

And  as  this  Comet  puffed  through  Scorpio,  it  fignihes  War  and 
Rebellion  againft  Kings,  change  and  alterations  in  Governments, 
Contentions  amongft  great  Men,  great  Perils  and  Dangers' 
the  death  of  fome  eminent  Perfon,  Detriment  and  Damage  to 
Souldiers,  Labour  and  Travel  to  all  kind  of  Men,  Mifchiefto°  Wo¬ 
men  with  Child, a  fcarcity  of  Water, and  of  the  Fruits- of  the  Earth ; 
efpecially  on  Countries,  Cities  and  Perfbns  under  the  Sign  Scorpio. 

Places  under  Scorpio ,  I  have  fhewedin  the  laft  Conjun&ion,  and 
therefore  omit  them  here. 

Its  going  through  Sagitary ,  denotes  many  Misfortunes  to  befal 
great  Lords  and  Noble-men,  Bifhops,  Clergy-men,  Scribes  and 
Lawyers ;  much  evil  and  Tribulation  to  be  fall  wife  and  Learned 
Men  ;  lbmetirn.es  War  and  Captivity  of  Princes. 

Places  under  Sagitary,  are  Spain,  Dalmatia,  Sclavonia,  Hungary, 
Moravia,  Mifnia,  Celtic  a  ,  Arabia  Fcelix  ;  Cities,  Toletum ,  Vo- 
later  as,  Malinum,Nar bonne,  Avignion,  Colcnia,  Agrippina,  Buda,  Collen . 

As  this  Comet  palled  through  Capricorn ,  it  iignihes  Fornication 
and  Adultery,  more  than  uliially  committed  amongft  Men  and  Wo- 
myn  ;  War, Danger  to  Kings  andPrinces  by  Poyfoning,or  by  other 
Violent  ways  ;  Cutting  by  the  High-ways,  Quarrels,  Misfortunes 
and  Calamities  amongft  the  vulgar  People  ;  it  alfo  denotes  Perfe¬ 
ction  and  contempt  of  Religion,  and  Religious  men;  but  its  ap¬ 
pearing  in  the  Weft,  may  defer  its  operation  until  fome  years  af¬ 
ter  its  apparition. 

Places  under  Capricorn ,  are  Thrace ,  Macedonia  in  Greece,  now 
part  of  Turky,  Albany,  Bulgary,  Saxony,  Stiria,  India,  Or  cades  Ifles, 
HaJJia .  Cities,  JVleJzhn,  Cleves,  V ilna,  Conjlance ,  Augujla,  Branden¬ 
burg,  Oxford j  > 

As  it  pahed  through  Aquarius,  it  denotes  War  of  long  continu¬ 
ance,  the  death  of  fome  eminent  Prince,  or  illuftrious  Perfon,  and 
alfo  of  the  common  People;  an  obfeuration  of  the  Air,  much  Thun¬ 
der  and  lightning, Peftilence  alfo,  and  other  epidemical  Difeafes. 

Places  under  Aquarius ,  I  have  alfo  (hewed  in  the  late  Conjundi- 
on,  and  thither  I  refer  my  Reader 

As  the  Comet  puffed  through  Fifes,  it  forefhew  s,  that  Kings 
(hall  war  one  againft  another,  alfo  Kindred,  and  fuch  as  are  alli¬ 
ed  one  to  another ;  the  Father  againft  the  Son ,  the  Son  a- 
gainft  the  Father,  and  Brethren  one  againft.  another,  and  there 
(hall  be  much  (laughter  among  men;  great  Contentions  alfo 

touch- 


touching  matters  of  Faith,  Priviledges  and  Cuftoms  in  Religion, 
and  antient  Traditions,  with  deitruction  of  Filh,  and  dangerous 
Navigation. 

Places  under  Fifces  are  Cilicia ,  Calabria ,  Galatia ,  Lyciay  Qaroman- 
tey,  Famphilia ,  and  the  higher  Egypt.  Cities,  Alexandria ,  Compo - 
flella>  Hifyalts,  Rhemes ,  Worms ,  Ratisbone , 

As  the  Comet  palTed  through  Aries9  it  fignifies  Evil  and  Detri¬ 
ment  to  Noblemen,  and  the  Grandees  of  the  Earth,  with  abun¬ 
dance  of  ladnels  to  the  common  fort  of  people  ;  a  dejecting  or 
unthroning  of  fome  King  or  Emperor  in  the  Ealtern  parts  of  the 
World,  and  the  promoting  of  fome  Ignoble  man  ;  alfo  great  trou¬ 
bles  in  the  Eaftern  parts  of  the  Earth,  much  War  and  Blood-fhed, 
with  the  death  of  fome  Eminent  Prince,  and  daughter  among 
men  ;  much  troubles,  violent  pain  in  the  Head,  Eyes  and  Brain, 
a  Rot  of  Sheep,  and  detriment  to  all  forts  of  fmall  Cattel. 

Under  Aries  are  Falefiina ,  Syria ,  Swevia^  Folonia  minor ,  Denmark , 
Germany ,  France  and  England.  Cities,  Naples ,  Capua ,  Far  aria ,  Flo¬ 
rence  ^  Lyndavia ,  Fadua ,  Brunfwick ,  Cracovia ,  Ufiretcb,  Marcelles. 

And  as  this  Comet  took  his  courfe  in  Taurus ,  it  forefhews  the 
death  of  fome  Great  man,  mifchief  and  injuries  to  the  meaner 
fort  of  people,  with  captivity  and  diminifhing  of  their  Goods, 
detriment  to  great  Cattel,  great  and  tempeftuous  Winds,  corrup¬ 
tion  of  Fruit,  deftru£tion  of  Corn,  cold  Winters,  alfo  difoafes 
proceeding  from  corruption  of  blood,  as  Scabs,  Itch,  8cc. 

Places  under  Taunts  have  been  already  (hewed  in  the  late  Con¬ 
junction,  to  which  I  refer  you. 

And  thus  I  have  (hewed  you  the  nature  of  this  Comet,  and  its 
Signification  in  the  Signs  through  which  it  palTed  ;  alfo  fome  of 
the  Countries  and  Cities  under  thole  Signs,  in  which  the  effects 
will  be  molt  manifeit  in  fome  fort  or  other. 

Note,  that  if  a  Comet  appear  in  the  Afoendent  of  any  King¬ 
dom,  City,  Town,  or  Family,  or  in  the  Afoendent  of  the  Revo¬ 
lution  of  the- World,  it  fignifies  Detriment  or  Deitruction  of  the 
thing  by  the  Afoendent  fignified,  and  the  Sign  thereof  :  And  if  it 
appear  in  the  Mid-heaven,  or  in  the  Sign  thereof  of  any  of  thefo 
aforefaid,  it  will  bring  danger  to  their  Honour  and  Reputations 
in  one  way  or  other. 

I  come  next  to  treat  of  the  time  when  thefo  Events  will  happen; 
and  herein  we  ought  to  confider,  whether  the  Comet  were  Ori¬ 
ental  or  Occidental;  for  Oriental  Comets.foon  fhew  their  Effects, 
but  Occidental  Comets  (hew  their  Effects  more  (lowly  :  this  Co- 


met  was  both  Oriental  and  Occidental  ;  Oriental  at  the  begin 
fling,  while  it  palTed  through  Libra,  Scorpio  and  Sagitjny ,  where 
fore  the  effeds  in  thole  figns  would  quickly  appear  ;  but  in  Capri¬ 
corn,  it  became  Occidental,  and  lb  continued  until  it  disappeared, 
whole  effeds  will  be  deferred  until  a  longer  time. 

And  for  the  time  of  the  duration  of  their  effects,  Origamu  ad¬ 
mits,  for  every  day  a  Comet  appears,  one  years  effed,  and  after 
this  account,  the  effeds  of  this  Comet  fhould  continue  leventy 
fix  years,  for  it  appeared  from  firli  to  laft  leventy  fix  days  or 
more  ;  but  I  will  not  preliime  to  affirm  that  it  fhall  be  exadly  id  ; 
but  if  we  take  for  every  Sign  that  it  pafleth  through,  pne  years  ef¬ 
feds,  which  I  fuppofe  we  jullly  may,  we  fhall  not  have  much 
lels  than  eight  years  expired,  befpre  its  effeds  be  fully  over,  and 
I  think,  this  will  prove  the  exadeft  mealiire  of  time,  m  the  ef¬ 
feds  of  this  Comet,  and  thus  much  of  Comets  in  general,  and  of 
the  Comet  in  1680.  in  particular,  with  their  fignift cations. 

But  what  Mr.  Hohvel  hath  written  of  Comets,  is  nonfenfical, 
and  the  moll  part  of  it  much  varying  from  the  Rules  of  Aftrolo- 
gy,  elpecially  what  he  mentioned!  of  this  Comet,  in  his  Judg¬ 
ment  of  the  year  1683,  which  was  one  great  caufe  of  my  wri¬ 
ting,  to  fhew  the  World  the  true  fignification  of  Comets,  accord¬ 
ing  to  what  Authors  (more  experienced  than  Mr.  Hohvd)  and 
daily  experience  have  lliewed. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

Treating  og,  and  Confuting  mojl  of  Mr.  Holweis 
Judgments  on  the  State  of  the  years  from  1 68  ? .  unto 
the  year  1700.  mentioned  in  his  Cataftrophe  .Mundi. 

MR.  Hohvel  in  his  Catastrophe  Mundi,  fpeaking  of  the  Con- 
jundion  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter ,  lakh,  according  to  natural 
caufes,  Perlbns  iignified  by  the  Sun  ffioukl  be  affiidcd  in  Perlbn 
with  Horror  and  Amazement,  and  fhall  be  in  danger  of  their 
Lives,  Honour  and  Efiate,  and  be  forced  to  fly  for  Safeguard  ; 
for  by  bad  advice,  they  fhall  attem  3t  to  do  that  which  they  ihall 
never  attain  to,  by  which  means,  they  ffiall  bring  themfelves  and

Fame  to  deftruCtion  for  ever;-  and  therefore  he  advifeth- 
Perfons  to  beware,  that  have,  ten  or  eleven  Degrees  of  Leo 

afcending.  <  -  / v 

And  in  his  judgment  of  the  year  1685  .  he  faith,  that  a  very 
great  Perfbn  of  Europe  that  hath  Leo  afcending,  will  be  afiiiCfed 
and  flung  into  a  great  many  Troubles,  with  the  death  of  fome  of 
his  Children,  Lofs  of  Honour  and  efteem  in  the  World.  Sure  Mr. 
Hohvel  hath  forgotten  that  he  himfelf  hath  Leo  afcending ,  that 
he  judgeth  fo  hard  of  perfbnsborn  under  it;  but  I  could  with  that  he 
had  named  what  great  Perfons  of  Europe  he  meaneth,that  we  might 
have  obferved  the  Event ;  but  I  fhall  here  (as  I  have  already)  fhew 
them,  that  great  Perfons  bom  under  Leo ,  fhall  not  by  the  effeCt 
of  this  Conjunction  of  Saturn  and  Jupiter  in  Leo ,  receive  Detri¬ 
ment  or  Lofs,  either  of  Honour  or  Eftate ;  but  on  the  contrary, 
they  fhall  gain  both  Riches  and  Honour,  by  the  effects  of  this 
Conjunction,  though  Mr.  Holwel  gained  the  difpleafure  of  the 
Honourable  E.  A.  Efquire,  to  whom  he  confidently  dedicated  his 
Book  ;  although  he  never  knew  him,  which  nonfenfical  Stuff  he 
difliking,  made  the  Epifile  Dedicatory  to  be  taken  out  again  ;  this 
was  done  when  Saturn  tranfited  Leo ,  Mr.  Hohvels  Afcendantx  as  alfo 
Saturn  did,  when  the  laid  Book  was  written. 

Neither  do  I  judge  of  the  death  of  any  Prince  in  Europe,,  that 
hath  about  thirteen  degrees  of  Virgo  afcending ,  though  it 
be  faid  in  Catajlrophe  Mundi ,  if  there  be  a  Prince  in  Europe ,  that 
hath  about  thirteen  degrees'  of  Virgo  aicendine,  he  fhoulcdn

And  whereas  Mr.  Hohvel  faith  in  his'  judgment  of  the  year  T 
1698.  that  Saturn ,  in  oppofltion  to  the  place  of  the  Conjunction 
1 68 1.  and  Jupiter  in  fquare  thereto,  threatens  Italy  with  no  Ids 
than  Confufion,  and  utter  Subverfion  of  the  triple  Crown ;  and 
although  it  may  not  be  fully  compleated  in  this  year,  yet, 
faith  he,  this  year  fets  a  great  lay  to  it,  and  in  the  following  year 
its  full  deftru&ion.  And  that  then  the  power  of  France  fhall  be 
brought  low, and  many  thoufands  of  his  Subjects  deftroyed, through 
the  pride  of  an  infulting  King,  and  envy  of  the  Roman  Clergy.  But 
if  this  Oppofltion  and  Square  be  the  caufe  of  all  this,  why  had 
not  Rome  been  deftroyed  in  the  year  1639.  when  Sa¬ 
turn

turn  was  in  oppofition  to  the  place  of  the  Conjunction  of  Saturn 
and  J up  iter  in  Lea,  which  was  in  the  year  162,3.  I  have  fearched 
into  H  ftory,  and  found  that  there  was  War  at  that  time  between 
the  Swedes  and  the  Germans ,  and  between  the  French  and  the  Ita¬ 
lians,  but  not  any  thing  to  the  DeftruCtion  of  any  Nation  or 
People,  yet  many  eminent  Perfbns  died  about  that  time,  lome  in 
War,  and  lome  in  Peace,  dnd  many  ftrange  Accidents  hapned  ; 
and  I  fuppole,  near  the  like  may  happen  now ;  but  little  or  no¬ 
thing  of  what  Mr.  Holwel  writes  in  all  his  judgment  on  his  leve- 
ral  years  will  prove  true,  there  being  no  grounds  in  Aftrology  for 
them,  but  what  his  own  fantaftical  Pate  hath  imagined,  to  raife 
himlelf  a  Fame  in  the  World,  by  predicting  Lyes,  and  to  deceive 
the  World  by  Delufions ;  for  I  will  appeal  to  all  Artifts  what 
Rules  there  are  in  Aftrology,  whereby  to  predict  (as  Mr  Holwel 
hath)  that  in  the  Eaftern  part  of  the  World,  a  whole  Army 
ftiould  be  deftroyed  with  fire  from  Heaven,  with  their  Wealth 
and  Trealiire  ;  or  that  there  ftiould  be  War  and  Plagues  over  the 
face  of  the  whole  Earth,  and  that  there  ftiould  be  lo  many  men 
deftroyed  that  there  ftiould  not  be  men  enough  left  to  get  in  Har- 
veft,  as  he  prediCieth  in  his  judgment  of  the  year  1699.  therefore 
I  aver  all  that  he  Ipeaks  of  that  year  and  the  next,  to  be  ablblutely 
talle,  nonlenftcal  and  erroneous ;  in  the  next  year  (with  which 
he  concludeth  his  Book)  he  faith,  that  Rcme  is  now  deftroyed, 
and  Veters  Seat  thrown  down,  and  the  Converfton  of  .the  Turks 
and  J  ews  loon  follows,  and  Religion  (but  what  Religion  he 
knows  not)  truly  preached  univerfally  over  all  the  World,  fure 
this  muft  not  be  Aftrology,  but  Prophecy  ;  and.  if  Prophecy,  then 
Mahometal,  and  if  Mahometal ,  then  lying  like  Baal's  Pro¬ 
phets,  and  lb  deleaving  the  reward  that  they  received  from 
Elijah.  •

Written  (as  I  fuppofe)  hy  Mr.  Henry  Coley,  which  if  you  have ? 

J  quefiion  not ,  hut  that  you  have  feen  therein ,  how  he  unworthily  derides 
both' you  and  me,  about  your  Calculation  of  your  ten  and  tvjenty  years  E- 
phemerides  ;  which  I  dare  'prefume,  him  (elf  is  no  way  able  to  com- 
pofe  the  like,  or  any  that  fall  have  fo  much  truth  in  it  as  thofe  have  ;  as 
for  the  Ephemerides  of  ten  years ,  which  you  calculated  ycur  felf‘,  he 
faith  it  was  handfomly  Tranfcribed  from  Hecker,  which  that  I  fuppofe 
to  be  a  very  great  Mi  fake  in  Mr  .Coley, and  therefore  unworthily  taxed  by 
him  in  an  Almanack  ;  for  I  have  heard  you  fay,  when  you  wrote  the  ten 
years  Ephemerides,  you  had  not  Heckers  Ephemerides  in  your  Houfe , 
until  fix  years  thereof  was  performed ,  which  I  dare  believe  you  had  not ;

Net  hut  that  my  Sence 
of  things  is  as  quick  and  difinguifnng  as  ever ,  but  my  Re  a  Ion  being  bet¬ 
ter  informed ,  I  can  with  'patience  fuff er  an  Als  caufehfy  to  kick  at  me , 
rather  than  transform  my  felf  into  his  Fellow  Afs,  and  fall  a  kicking 
for  company. 

TourGuefs  at  the  Author  of  Apollo  Anglicanus,  1685.  is  not  only 
happy ,  hut  true ,  viz.  that  it  is  not  R.  Sanders,  but  H:  Coley,  and 
therefore  it  had  ■  been  better  dated  from  Baldwins  Gardens,  than  from 
O uft on  in  Leicefterfhire  ;  for  if  Cambden  may  be  credited ,  there  is  no 
fuch  place  in  all  that  County ,  and  confequently  no  fuch  man  as  R.  San¬ 
ders  (hone fly)  to  be  found  to  own  himfelf  the  Author  of  that  fimplefcan - 
dalous  Almanack.

Mr.  Coley  on  the  other  fide  ffollowing  the  Adage  of  Mulus  Mulum  ScabiF)  no¬ 
tably  reveres  Mr.  Kendal  for  his  great  Parts-,  particularly  for  his  new  Difcovery  of 
the  Meafureuf  time  in  Nativities ,  the  ground  whereof,  he  acknowledged  to  have  ta¬ 
ken  from  Mr.  Coley’s  Clavis  and  in  the  ftrength  of  this  Difcovery  of  our  new  Colum- 
bus,  the  Almageft  and  Quadripartite  are  made  ( between  them  J  to  Bow  and  do  Ho¬ 
mage  to  the  ones  'gyyvoi^'rgU,  and  the  others  Clavis.

Wherefore 
doth  he  tube  fuch  Pains  in  his  ( Foohjh J  Merlyn  of  this  year,  'to  fcratch  and  claw  Hoi- 
wel,  taking  him  roughly  by  the  Hair  and  Ears  with  one  Hand,  and  gently  leading  him ,  for 
fear  of  fallh%  'foifti'the  other.  (fgf)  What  Authority  Pie  hat  to  f  und  from  whom  he  de¬ 
rives  it  J  to  fit  and Cenfure  whonfhe  pleafes,  Voting  what  is,  and  what  is  not  fit  to  be 
Printed  upon  the  great  Triple  Conjunction  of}},  and  It.  in  Sk  •thereby  preludging  not  only  my 
promised  Pains  upon  that  noble  Sab) eft,  but  another s  defigned  Endeavours  alfo  as  ufdcfs  j 
Mr,  Lilly  and  Mr.  Ediin  (he  fays  J  having  done  enough  upon  the  like  already.  And  I 
believe  they  have  fo  indeed,  for  his  Underflanding,  and  too  much/or  Mine,  or  any  other 
Planed  Mans.  There  being  plain  Treafon  to  be  found  in  one  of  them,  and  nearly  the 
fame  in  the  other.
